To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Missouri: 


You have assembled ata period when the result of yonr deliberations will 
be regarded with the deepest interest by your constituents. - | 
Since your last adjournment, a kind and benificent Providence has con-* 
tinuéd to bestow upon us the most cherished blessings. Our climate has 
been unusually temperate, and the health of our. citizens preserved jn a re- 
markable degree. Abundant crops.have rewarded our agricultural industry 
—the great increase of our exports, and the comparative diminution of our 
-~ Amports, exhibit a condition of trade peculiarly favorable to our State; and 
-the increase of our population, and.a renewed industry and economy among 
: the people, have added greatly-to. our numerical strength and our próductive 
"wealth. d 
! For blessings so numerous, and so essential- to. our. happiness and -prosper- 
, ity, let us render our heartfelt thanks to Huw, who, in his infinite goodness, 
has bestowed them all. : MUN 
In the enjoyment of these blessings, sufficient, it. would seem,.to make 'a 
free and. virtuous people, happy and prosperous, we are nevertheless strug- 
gling in the midst of embarrassments arising solely from artificial causes. 
lt will be conceded by every reflecting person, that no civilized nation cag 
attain the full enjoyment of all its natural resources,in.the absence of asound 
circulating medium. Any substitute for such a medium must, from the na- 
ture of things, be temporary and partial in its benefits, and ultimately dis- 
astrous in its- consequences. m 
The substitution of an irredeemable paper currency, resting solely upon a 
credit derived from temporary and illusive causes, for the precious metals, 
and paper convertible at pleasure into those metals, has brought upon usa 
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train of evils, which has inflicted the severest injury upon all the great inter: 

ests of society. Men imagined ‘that (hey were in the possession of wealth,. 

when, in reality, they possessed nothing but werthless promises. 
Now that the mist, has been dissipated, and we see nothing before us but 

stern‘reality, it becomes us to use every proper exertion to extricate our- 

selves from the difficulties which surroundus. Strange as it may seem, there 

‘are those who contend that the remedy lies in perpetuating the evil, that, in 
order to extricate ourselves from embarrassments brought upon us by a vi-- 

‘cious currency, we must lend to a similar currency the sanction of the law. 

‘One would naturally suppose, that, in order to cure the disease, it would be 

necessary to remove the cause. ‘Temporary expedients may give partial re- 

‘lief for the moment, but the invariable eilect is to increase the evil, and ren- | 

; der the remedy more aifficult. 

— The State cannot pay the individual debts of her citizens; and even if it 

| had the ability, and chose to exercise it, it could not do so without inflicting

Within the last two years, a species of banking, based upon a depreciated 

, and irredeemable currency, unknown to the constitution and laws, and in 
derogation of both, has sprung into existence in this state, which, if permit- 
ted to continue, must inflict upon the country all the evils incident to, and 
inseperable from, such a circulation. 

The framers of the constitution believed that they had effectually prohib- 

| ited, within the State, the establishment of more than one bank and its, 

' branches, and the Legislature doubtless supposed they had sufficiently guard- 

' "ed the currency from debasement by imposing penalties for the issue of any 
paper designed as a circulating medium, except such'as was authorised by 
law: But contrary to these salutary provisions, and regardless thereof, cer- 
tain cities, towns, and county courts, usurping the preragative of the Legis- 
lature, have assumed and exercised the power of giving a currency to the

If the General Assembly. is inclined to favor this species.of banking, they 
Wil, at least, so guard its exércise as to protéct ‘the people from impo- 
sition, and the currency from débasement.- Et is believed, however,” that 
such gross usurpation of power and violation of ldw will find nó favor with: 
the representátives'of an enlightenéd constituency, ‘and’ that they will pro-

Intimately connected with this subject are the banking powers assumed 
and exercised by certain iheórporated companies. Incorporated for very 
different purposes, their chief business, for’ a few years'past, has béen to fé- 
ceive, upon deposite; the paper of suspended banks, and discount thereon. 
Such, indeed, bas been the extent of their banking operations, and so potent 
their ,influence, as to enable thém to cóntrol, to a great extent, tle whole 
currency of the state. Situated in our commercial emporium, and being the. 
chief depositories, whatever they ‘received upon deposite, the’ merchants of 
the city would receive from the merchants of the interior, the merchants of 
the interior from the'farmers of thé country, and the farmers froni the ‘pur:

until, by the explosion óf the banks whose paper they had received and cife 
culáted, the people lost thousards, perhaps millions, of dollars. - "e 
For the purpose of preserving inviolate the constitution, and keeping suchi 
incorporated companies within the powers granted them, the popülar branch 
of the Legislature, after a most rigid scrutiny into their management, at the 
last session passed a bill eflectually to suppress their illegal banking, which, 
if it had become a law, would doubtless have saved the citizens of the state 
from a large portion of the heavy losses, that have fallen upon them by ‘the 
recent depreciation of the paper of the Illinois banks. Owing, however, to 
the latë period at which it passed the House, and the consequent waht of 
time for its due consideration, the Senate was induced to refer the bill to 
the present General Asseuibly. It is hoped that the subject will be revi- 
‘ved, and our citizens relieved from the evils of such illegal and pernicious 
practices. A M 
, I regret to say that, in the introduction and circulation of depreciated pa- 
per, the Bank of the State of Missouri is not without bláme. Having, .in 
‘the fall of 1839, and at some sacrifice, returned to the principles of legiti- 
‘mate banking, and having been sustained therein by the House of Represen- 
'tatives, who, by resolutions adopted with but two dissenting voices, declared 
"hat the Bank ought, not to receive or pay out the paper of any suspended 
bank, the return of that institution, in the nnd spin da to the reception 
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of depreciated paper in payment of its debts; and updn deposite; was witnes- 
sed with some surprise, and that surprise was heightened by the fact that tlie 
change of policy was adopted so soon after the solemnly expressed .opinions 
of the immediate representátives.of the people and the elestion of the new 
directory.

It is hoped,-however, that the Bank has ‘abandoned this ‘injurious policy, 
to return to it no more. But it is due to the" public who.are so largely in- 
terested in that institution, that .the Legislature should nat leave, to ths 
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discretion of any directory, so vital a question, the decision of whicli is se 
‘liable to be controlled by surrounding circumstances and temporary expe- 
‘diency. The dealing in any and'all depreciated paper ought to be prohibited 
by law. a 
"i my anticipations in relation to the future action of the Bank shall be re- 
alized; if the lawless policy of the cities, county courts and town corpora- 
tions shall be suppressed; if the insurance companies shall be disarmed of 
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_ the power to do harm, and confined to the legitimate purposes of their cre- 
ation, and all these objects are within the competency of the Legislature; 


and if the farmers of the country shallinsist upon the specie standard of-val- 


ue, the only standard that should ever be recognised, in the sale of the pro- 
ducts of their farms; then, and then only, will the currency receive its puri- 


i fication,and the country be rid of the greatest of all evils, a fluctuating and 


depreciated circulating medium. 
In compliance with the provisions of the 26th section of “The act to re- 


_gulate elections," approved March 20, 1835, the Secretary of State, in my 


presence, proceeded to cast up the votes given at the last August election 
for representatives to the twenty-eighth Congress; and finding: that John 


Jameson, James B. Bowlin, James M. Hughes, James H. Relfe and Gusta- _ 


vus M. Bower, had the highest nu f votes, gave to those gentlemen, 


respectively, a certificate of election, as directed by said act. But as “the 


act to provide for electing additional members to Congress from this State,” 


approved February 16, 1841, contemplated only the election in 1842, it will 
be necessary to make provision for future elections. In doing this, it may 
be material to inquire whether the act of Congress of the last session, ap- 


portioning the representation of the several states, is in restraint of your con- 

stitutional powers, or takes from you the right to regulate “the manner of 

holding” the elections as your own judgment may dictate. pss - 
For more than fifty years—indeed, from the foundation of the govern- 


. ment—has this power been exercised by the states, unrestrained by Federal 
. legislation, and its exercise not only unquestioned, but enjoined by the con- 


the constitution. That the states have never so exercised the power, or 


stitution. Whether they shall continue to exercise it, with the same free- 
dom, is the question now to be solved, and upon its proper solution may de- 
pend the right of our members elect to seats in Congress. 

The constitution of the United States provides, that 

“The times, places and manner of holding elections for Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, shal] be prescribed, in each State, by the Legislature thereof; 


but the Congress may, at any time, by law, make or alter such. regulation, 


except as to the place of choosing Senators.” 

The imperative language of this provision demonstrates that the framers 
of the constitution believed that it was safest and best to confide the execu- 
tion of this power; in the first instance, to the Legislature of the respective 


states, and the history of that day proves that the power reserved to Con- 


gress “to make or alter” the regulations of the states, was designed to be ex- 
ercised in the event only that the states failed to exercise the power granted 
them, or exercised it in such manner as to defeat the objects and purposes of 
failed to exercise it, is evinced by the fact that Congress-has never attempt- 
ed any control over the subject, from the time of the formation of the Fed- 
eral constitution to its last session, notwithstanding the present mode of 
electing representatives has prevailed, to some extent, during the whole of 
that period.. 
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. Let it be conceded, ‘however, that the-power of: Congress over, the subject 
is co-extensive with that of the states, and that it may; at any time, prescribe 
“the times, places and manner of holding elections for ‘representatives;” still 
the questions recurs, “have they done so?" This question is answered, it" 
seems to me, by the inquiry, “can the people of Missouri elect their repre- 
sentatives by single districts, iv the present form of the act of Congress?” If 
they cannot and many very intelligent citizens testified their belief that they 
could nof, by abstaining from voting at our late election, then Congress has 
not “prescribed the manner of holding the election,” and the only effect of 
their. legislation is a command to the Legislatures of the states, andin the 
most odious form, for it not only commands them: to legislate; but to legis- 
late in a prescribed form; ps 
* It seems to be only the assertion of a truism: to say, that ‘if -Congress un- 
dertake to prescribe the “time” when the election shall be-held, they must 
name the day; if they undertake to prescribe the “place,” they must désig- 
nate- it; and if they undertake to prescribe the “manher,” and desire single 
districts, they must establish them. Ima word if Congress is not content 
with the legislation of thé states, and desire to alter the satne, it must dd so 
in such manner as to enable the people to exercise the right of election, 
without a resort to state legislation, i . 

The greatest enemies of the rights of the states, and those most latitudirious 
in their construction, of the Federal constitution, admit that the government 
of the United States is one of delegated power only. If this be true, may 
it not be asked where is the delegation of power which authorizes that; gov- 
ernment to command the states not only to legislate, but to legislate in the 
form prescribed by Congress? Where is the clause of the constitution that 
authorises the Federal government to £runsfer its powers of legislation to 
the states?, Such an authority has been assumed, for the first time in the 
history of this government, by the present Congress. 

One of the great objects, in abandoning the articles of' confederation and 
forming the present constitution, was to enable the government, by her 
laws, to operate upon the individual citizen instead of the states in their sov- 
ereign capacities, the want of which power had been seriously felt at an. ear- 
ly period of the government. i x 

Taking it, therefore, for granted, that Congress eannot command the States: 
to execute a power, the execution of which has beea expressly confided to 
the General Government, it may be material further to inquire, whether the 
provision of the act of Congress, in relation to districting: the States, is not a. 
command to their respective Legislatures, and nothing more? In- determin- 
ing this question, it may be proper to notice, to some extent, tlie-history of . 
this feature of the law. MEINE. 

" The section, as first introduced, read as follows > 

“That each State shall be divided, by the Legislature thereof, into as many 
districts, composed of contiguous "territory, as shall be equal to the whole 
number of representatives to which said State may be entitled in the House 
of Representatives of'the Congress of the United States, and that each.of said 
dictricts shall elect one representative." : 

This language was plain, unambiguous and ündisguised. It was the lan- : 
guage of the MASTER to the servant—'" Each State shall be divided by the Le- 
gislature thereof.” By this we know what was intended by the mover. But 
it would seem that the language was too plain, too palpable; for, while in 
the final enactment, the substance was preserved, the peculiar-phraseology 
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‘was changed. The followimgis the language of the second section of the act 
ias finally adopted : l 

_ * «That in every case where a State is entitled to more than one representa- 
"tive, the number to which each State shall be entitled, under this apportion- 
ment, shall be elected by districts, composed of contiguous territory, equal in 
number to the number of representatives to which each State shaH be enti- 
tled; no one district electing more than one representative." 

In this provision, the bold and authoritative command, “Each State shall 
be divided by the Legislature thereof,” js dropped, but for it is substituted 
language which, though equally effectual, is more disguised. Why this 
change? Why is the indirect substituted for the direct command? 

It is commanded that ‘the number of representatives, to which each State’ 
may be entitled, shall be elected by districts, and yet no districts are formed 
by Congress. By whom, then, are the districts to be formed? The answer 
of all is, by the Legislature of each State. And why are they to be thus 
formed? Because Congress has commanded it. 

Viewing, then, the action of Congress on this subjeet in the light of a com- 
mand from that body to the Legislature of the State—a command which, un- 
der the Constitution, Congress has no right to give, and of consequence there 
is no obligation to obey—the right of the General Assembly to exercise its 
own discretion in regulating the manner of choosing representatives to the 
Congress of the United States, remains unimpaired and uncontrolled. To 
whatever end that discretion shall lead, in your legislation upon the subject, 
„itis due to the sovereignty of the State, to the inviolability of the national ' 

. : constitution, and to its correct interpretation, that the General Assembly 

should solemnly protest against this first and alarming attempt, on the part 

| 2 the Federal Government, to control, by its mandate, the legislation of the 
tates. | i 

I cannot pass from this subject, without bringing to your notice the fact, 
that, in the recent congressional election, the freemen of two of the counties 
of this State were deprived of all participation, by tbe refusal of the clerk of 

the county court to furnish the proper poll books. Directed by law to per- 

form mere ministerial duties, they assumed the power of deciding upon the 
validity of the laws of the State, and, holding them to be annulled by the ac- 

. don of Congress, withheld from the people of these counties the opportunity 
of exercising the most valuable of all privileges, the privilege of voting. It 
is hoped the General Assembly will guard against the recurrence of similar 
acts of tyranny, and that they will not do less than declare the office of clerk 
forfeited for all similar violations of the elective franchise. 

By an act of Congress, approved September 4, 1841, theré were granted 
to this State, for the purpose of internal improvement, five hundred thousand 
acres of land, the selection to be made in such manner as'the Legislature 

thereof shall direct? At the last session of Congress, this act was so far 
. modified as to authorise the Governor to make the selection without conven- 
ng the Legisiature. The grant is unconditional, with the exception of such 
land “as is or may be reserved fiom sale by any law of Congress, or procla- 
mation of the President of the United States," and except also that the se- 
lection shall be made.upon surveyed land, and in quantities of not less than 
.three:hundred and twenty acres in any one location. ET ` 
_ Entertaining the opinion that, under the act, land, upon which pre-emp- 
tion rights existed, could be legally selected, but that good faith required 
‘that, ifany such was selected,:the settlers should be protected in their rights. 
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I determined, with a view to the expense:of selection, arid the facility of the 
sales, to await the meeting of thé Legislature, and to fécommend that.thé.ses 
lection be made in the * Platte country,” and.that the law which directed the 
selection should also sécure to the settlers their rights of pre-emption... But 
in May last, I received, from the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
duplicates of instructions to the registers of. the land offices, copies of which - 
are herewith communicated, declaring, under the sanction of the-Secretary 
of the Treasury, that no land, to which a right of pre-emption existed, could 
be legally selected, and that any such selection would be “nullified.” T 

Believing this construction of the law to be erroneous, I sought, . through 
the medium of our members of "Congress, to induce the Secretary of the 
Treasury to revisé his opinion. That officer referred the subject to the :At- 
torney General of the United States; and, on thé tenth of August, I received 
their final decision, adhering to the first construction. Under these circum- 
stancesy but without any change of cpinion as to the construction of the act, 
I thought it best not to subject the settlers upon the public lands to-the un- 
certainty and perplexity of title; and rossible loss of their lands, which.would 
arise from the opposite action of the two governments, nor the State to the 
embarrassment-of refunding the purchase money, in the event. the title, de- . 
rived from a sale by the general government, should ultimately prevail. On 
the thirteenth of August, therefore, 1 appointed an agent in each of the four 
land districts, to make the selection, and gave them the necessary instruc- 
tions, copies of which are now also submitted. 

As Ibelieved it impracticable to execute the act properly and in due time, 
without the aid of a practical surveyor, I accordingly appointed and directed 
one to attend each commissioner. i : 

The following gentlemen weré appointed commissioners: For the Pal- 
myra district, Thomas Nelson, of Monroe county; fòr the Fayette district, 
John P. Morris, of Howard county; for the Lexington district, Alexander 
M. Robinson, of Clay county; and for the Springfield district, Charles A. 
Haden, of Greene county. 

The information received.in relation to the public land, subject to sale at 
the St. Louis and Jackson offices, did not, in my opinion, justify the appoint- 
ment of an agent in either of those districts. AE. i 

The commissioners have been instructed to close their labors for the sea- 
son in time to report to me the quantity selected, by the first week of the . 
session of the Legislature. : 

In causing the land to be selected, under the authority of the act of Con- 
gress, without convening the General Assembly, or awaiting its regular ses- 
sion, I flatter ms self that I have but.conformed my action to the views of 
the constituted authorities of the State, and to the public will as heretofore 
expressed in the resolutions and memorials to Congress upon the subject of - 
the public lands. In justilication of this opinion, I would respectfully, refer 
to the memorial to the Congress of the United States, approved February 6, 
1839, asking a grant of five hundred thousand acres of the public land, and 
urging this donation as an act of justice, that would place M'ssouri, to some < 
extent, upon an equality with other States, to which much greater quantities 
of land had been granted by the general government. - PNE. 

But a very different question, to my mind, was presented in regard to the 
duty of the Executive under that section of the same act of Congress, which | 
directed that the nett proceeds'of. the sales-of the publie lands should: be paid: 
“to such person or persons as:the respective Legislatures of the said States 
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and 'Ferritories, or the Governors thereof, in case the Legislatures shall have 
made no such appointment, shall authorise to receive the same.” 

. A few days after the approval-of the memorial of February 6, 1839, ask- 
ing of Congress the grant of five hundred thousand acres of land, the Gen- 
eral Assembly, in a series of resolutions, protested, in the most solemn man- 
ner, against the distribution of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands. 
among the several States- Resolutions, to the same import, have been re- 
peatedly adopted by the General Assembly, while none of an opposite cha-- 
racter have ever received the concurrence of the people of this State. This 
action of the Legislature was had:at a time when the revenue of the nation 
was abundantly sufficient for the payment of all its expenses, ond has been 
sustained by the enlightened judgment of the people, repeatedly expressed. 

. Under these circumstances, and when the national treasury was exhausted: 
—-when the federal government was borrowing millions to defray its ordi- 
nary expenses—when, to supply the deficiency the proposed distribution 
would create, Congress was imposing heavy and burdensome taxes upon the 
people, and when a large and increasing public debt was adding to the re- 
sponsibilities and burdens of the nation, I could not bring my mind to the 
conclusion that the Executive would be conforming his action to the public 
will; by making the people of the State a party to an act which they had so 
repeatedly condemned, and which was fraught with such serious and mis- 
chievous consequences to the whole nation. 

Nor were these the only reasons which induced me to delay the appoint- 
-went of an agent, and await the action of the more immediate representa- 
tives of the people. The power of the genera! government, under the con- 
stitution, to collect taxes from the people, for the purpose of distribution 
among the States, has been rarely avowed; yet this monstrous and absurd ` 
doctrine receives its practical execution in the distribution of the land re." 
venue. ; 

. For-the first time in the history of our republic, we see the national gov- 
ernment, created for very different purposes, collecting a revenue from the 
people for the acknowledged purpose of distribution among the States, there- 
by degrading them from their high and proud bearing, as free and indepen- 
dent sovereignties, to the abject condition of humble dependents. A more 
humiliating spectacle never was presented to the eyes of the American peopte. 

The folly und utter absurdity of the measure are seen in the notorious fact 
that every dollar distributed must be refunded by increased taxation upon 
the people, attended with the additional cost of collection. Thus the act, as 
a financial measure, is a mere idle ceremony, by which the money given with 
one hand is taken back by the other. 

Whether Missouri shall continue to maintain the high and just position: 
which she has heretofore assumed, is submitted to the wisdom of the Gene- 
ral Assembly. For my own part, I cannot permit myself to entertain a 
doubt as to the result of your deliberations. 

A contingency has arisen, by which the revenue, derived from the sale of 
the public lands, will be, for the present, preserved to the national treasury; 
still | considered it due to you, and to our common constituents, that I should 
submit the reasons which controlled my action, and influenced me in the 
consideration of the subject. .— 1 

The best manner of disposing of the land selected, and the compensation of 
the agents employed in the selection, are matters submitted to your consid- 
eration. I would, however, suggest, in order to avoid the great ex pense of, 
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continuing officers for the sale of the land in the several Jand. districts—an 


. expense that will go. far to consume the principal fund—that, after one pub- 


lic sale in each district, the remainder of the land should be subject to entty, 
at the office of the Register of Lands. .. B.S aa ee 

I trust I may be pardoned the,.suggestion, that, if there are any persons.. 
who have settled upon any of the land:selected, they be protected in the pur-; . 
chase of their homes at the minimum price of the public lands. The favora-- 
ble consideration which the settlers have ever’ received at the hands of the 
General Assembly of Missouri, forbids the idea that they will be overlooked - 
in this instance. `~ eG ! i 

If it is desirable to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the selected 
lands to internal improvenient, as provided in the grant, I would respectfully 
submit the expediency of applying a portion thereof to the improvement of ^ 
the navigation of the Osage and North Grand rivers. While, the greater 
number of our citizens are supplied with ample water commwvnication by: 
means of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, nearly the whole of the south- 
western portion of the State is dependent upon the navigation of the Osage,. 
which, while unimproved, can only be available, to any considerable extent, 
for a small portion of the year. 

If, however, it shall be the pleasure of thé Legislature to divert this fund,’ 
or any portion of it, to objects other than those contemplated by the grant, 
it will be necessary to obtain the previous assent of Congress. l 

I invite the attention of the Legislature to the existing laws for the collec-' 
tion of the tax upon land, and respectfully suggest such modifications as will 
equalise the burdens between resident and non-resident proprietors, and in- 
sure the more prompt payment of the taxes. While the personal property 
of the resident is liable to be seized and sold by the collector, in default of 
the payment of the tax upon his land, the non-resident is exempt from all 
distress on that account, and is allowed years within which to discharge his 
liabilities to the State. ; M 

Ones of the evils of the present sxstem is the increasin$ quantity of land 
upon which the taxes are not paid. Since the passage of the present law, — 
the non-resident delinquent list has swelled to such an extent as to embrace 
the enormous quantity of more than two millions of acres, the taxes upon, 
which are unpaid. ‘Another of the evils attending the exemption of land 
from sale for taxes, is that the quantity returned as delinquent, is increasing, 
while the amount of payments upon’ such lands is annually dimitishing. *In 
proof of this, I need only state the fact, that, of 485,819 acres retürned in 
1835, the taxes upon 297,908 acres thereof have been paid, while of 685,926: 
acres returned in 1841, the taxes have only been paid upon 73,888 acres. 

Another imperfection of ihe system is found in the fact, that all the lands 
Which become forfeited to the State for the non-payment of the taxes, are- 
subject to taxation for county purposes; and the amount thereof required to: 
be paid by the counties out of the State treasury. This will become in & 
few years exceedingly burdensome to the treasury. 

By far the greatest portion of the lands, upon which the taxes are not 


` paid, are owned by non-residents, many. of whom have purchased largely 


for speculation, and the justice of exempting them from burdens, impos-: 
ed upon our own citizens, is not perceived. The only mode of enforcing the 
payment of taxes is by selling the property of the delinquent; and to 
this remedy the personal property-.of the resident is subject, while the 
only property of the non-regident, subject to the jurisdiction of our laws, 
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| is exempt from sale. True, after'a certain number of years, his lard, in 

default of the payment of ‘the tax, is declared forfeited to the State; but 

„it is known that this forfeiture is but nominal, there being no: provision 
for its sale by the State, and the Legislature extending the time of its 

redemption from year to year. The effect of the whole system indeed 

seems to be but little less than an exemption of the land of non-residents 
from taxation. "TN 
In connection with this subject, I would respectfully suggest that the 
expenses, incident to the assessment and collection of the revenue, might 
| be considerably reduced, and the taxes more properly adjusted, by slight- 
ly increasing the tax upon land, and exempting from taxation such por- 
tions of personal property as are unproductive to the ówner. 
| In the course of the present year, much embarrassment has been ex- 
perienced in the collection of the revenue, in consequence of the failure 
of several of the sheriffs to give bond as required by law. As the she- 
riffs are ineligible at the expiration of their second term, and the only 
penalty for a failure to give bond is a forfeiture of the office, they delay; 
ih many instances, to give bond until the termination of their office; and 
then, when their is nothing to forfeit, utterly refuse to enter info the re- 

. Quired'obligation. To remedy this inconvenience, and to compel such 

officers|to perform their duties, suitable penalties should be imposed, and 
if it is thought best, let the duties of the collector commence upon the 
coming into office of the new sheriff, instead of on the first day.of Jan- 
uary, as now provided by law. 

If the collection of the revenue in any of the counties renders the 
office of sheriff too onerous, the county courts of all such counties could 
be required to appoint a collector. * 

The law regulating the duties of assessors is defective, and requires 
amendment. The penalty of the bond, which they are required to give, 
has proved wholly inadequate,-in many instances, to enforce the proper 
performance of their duties. < | 

From the influence of interested counsels, or amistaRen sense of duty, © 
the assessors of forty-three counties failed to execute the act imposing 
a tax upon money loaned at interest, and money invested. in the purchase 
of bonds and notes, for the year 1841. 'This failure was the less excusa- 
able, as the Auditor of publie accounts furnished the assessors, in due 
time, with the proper construction of the'act, and informed each that it 

was to be executed for that year. In some other coutfties there has been 

a failure to execute the act for the present year. 

If itis desirable to derive revenue from the objects mentioned in the ' 
act--and it is presumed that none will insist that the money lender should 
be exempt from a tax upon his, capital, while property less productive is 
taxed in the hands of the poorest-citizen—justice requires that those 

counties which were not assessed in 1841 and 1842, should be assessed 
for those years. If this is not done, the counties which have been as- 
sessed for those years would seem to have a just claim to be reimbursed 
the amount they have paid into the treasury; and this cannot be done 
without a breach of the public.faith, those funds having been set apart 
and pledged for the payment of the interest upon the bonds authorized 
to be issued atthe last session of the legislature. | 
' The act, it is bélieved, will not be properly executed, unléss the pér- 
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sons assessed are réquired to disclose, upon, oath, the amonnt loaned 
at interest, and invested in the purchase of notes, nor will there, be. an 
uniformity of assessment, unless it is made-the duty of the'assessors to 
conform to the instructions of the Auditor, at the peril of removal from: 
office. ? MEN M i > >> 

The Auditor will, in due time, furnish you with.a list of the counties 
in which there has been a failure to execute the act. ‘

If the present revenue laws are not revised and corrected, the, finan- : 
cial affairs of the State will be subjected to great embarrassment. | 
' By the fifth section of the “act supplementary. to the several acts; pro- 
viding for the levying, assessing, and^collecting the revenue,” approved 
February 16, 1841,1t was made the duty of the Executive to employ 
counsel to institute suit, in behalf of Uriah S. Gregory, late collector of 
Clark county, against those persons by. whom he was arrested, and impri- 
soned, while in the discharge of the duties of his office.. I did not doubt, 
from the several provisions of the act, that the object of the Legislature : 
was to obtain the decision of ‘the Supreme Court of the United, States, 
upon the question of boundary between-this State and the Territory of, 
Iowa. With this view of the object. of the law, I employed the Hon. 
"Luke E. Lawless to institute the proper suits, in the event there was a 
certainty of obtaining such decision. Judge Lawless, after an interview 
with Mr. Gregory, and a full investigation of the whole question, gave it 
as his opinion, that there was no certainty of obtaining a decision the 
Supreme Court, upon the question of boundary, and in this opinion I fully 
concurred. Me 
The opinion of Judge Lawless was predicated upon the facts, first, that 
as the sherif who arrested Mr. Gregory resided in Iowa, the suit against 
him would have to be instituted in the courts, of that Territory, and 
there was no certainty that his plea would be so shaped as to present, or ad- 
mit of being presented, the question of boundary, the Governor of that . 
Territory having declined any aid in producing that result. Second: 
It^was extremely doubtful whether, if .the suit was determined against 
Mr. Gregory in the court below, he could make the affidavit, necessary 
to its removal into the Supreme Court. Indeed,it was believed that he 
could not. : i : : i 
In addition to these facts, I believed it highly probable, the trial neces- 
sarily occurring before an'Iowa jury, that the defendant would rest his 
defence upon the plea of not guilty, and rely upon a verdict for nominal 
damages. But conceding that he would so shape his pleas as to admit of 
the question of boufdary being replied by the plaintiff, yet that being in 
part a question of fact, it was to be presumed an Iowa jury would decide 
it against us, and the refusal to grant a new trial not being considered by 
the Supreme Court matter of error, we would still be without remedy in 
that court. P aT. . ee 
These considerations induced me not to incur the expense incident to 
the prosecution of a suit, without the further sanction of the Legisla- 
ture. | i i 
"For the professional sevices of Judge Lawless, there has been allowed 
and paid the sum of two hundred dollars. He, however, considers this 
amount an insufficient consideration. It will afford me pleasure to fur- 
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‘nish any information in my" possession which may be considered neces- 


‚sary to aid you in the consideration of this quéstion. — — 
Since the passage of the law under consideration, the House of Re- 


‘presentatives of the Congress of the United States have deemed it with- - 


in their competency to declare, by law, the boundary between this State. 


and the Territory of Iowa. The bill, however, did net become a law, 
for the want of the action of the Senate. Satisfied that Congress has no 
ower to alter the boundary of any State without the assent of such 
‘State, the only effect, if any, such a declaration could have, would be to 
influence the judicial tribunals before which the question of boundary 
“might come. Surely, Congress cannot desire, in this indirect mode, to 
forestall the judgment of its own_courts. 
' Let the considerations, however, which controlled the House of Re- 
presentatives, be what they may, the State owes it to herself to remon- 


'strate against amy attempt, on the part of Congress, to deprive her, in | 


any manner, of any portion.of her territory. 

The attention of the General Assembly is especially invited to the pro- 
"visions of the “act to provide for the institution and support of a State 
University, and for the Government of colleges and academies,” and to 


"the propriety of such modifications of the act as will bring the institution, | 


in its government, more within the power and control of the >tate—its 
patron and founder. It certainly never could have been the design of 
the Legislature to place the government and control of this institution, 
which has received a public endowment of one hundred thousand dollars, 
in the hands of men wholly irresponsible to the State. Yet such are the 


provisions of the law, that the curators, who are chosen by, and areres-. 


ponsible to, the General Assembly, have no voice in the appointment of 
a Single Professor, their powers being exhausted in the appointment ofa 
President of the University. 

The appointment of Professors is claimed and exercised by ‘the trus- 
tees of the Columbia College—a private institution, incorporated long 
anterior to the establishment of the University—a body of men respon- 


sible to 110 power ; indeed, a self-perpetuating body—they having a right | 


to choose their own successors. However intelligent and competent 
such a body of men may be, yet it is inconsistent with the nature of a 
. State institution, that it should ever be committed to hands over whom 
the State has no centrol, and in whose selection it has no voice. 
^ The expediency of the organization and government of -colleges and 


academies, separate and distinct from the government of .the University, - 


is exceedingly questionable, and it is believed that that portion of the 
law may with propriety be repealed. When this is done, and the cura- 
tors are empowered to employ the necessary professors, confer the.usual 
honors, and prescribe the course of study, the University will become, 
what it was designed to be, a State institution. 

- The future management of the Penitentiary will be an important sub- 
ject for your deliberations. The term of the present lessees will expire 
on the fifteenth of February néxt, and it is important that a system for 
its government should be matured by that time. It is-scareely to be pre- 
sumed that the General Assembly will again place this institution under 
the management of private individuals, without reserving to’the State 
an efficient control over those having it in charge; and such control can- 
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not be efficierit, unless it embraces the power of removal for a disregard 
of duty or a violatiori-of :the law: E a a iube som 

- Whatever'system may be adopted, I would.respectfülly urge the pro- 
ipriety of confining the convicts to labor within the walls of the. prison. 
À contrary pelicy is at war with the nature and design of the peniten- 
tiary system. EP ` i ; . 


The present mode of employing the convicts in the various-mechanical . 


branches, is highly injurious to a most useful and meritorious class of citi- 
zens. Itis believed that a very large proportion of the prisoners can be 
more profitably employed in the manufacture of some of the staple pro- 
ducts of the ‘State, thereby affording a market for the farmer, without 
p£ejudice to the mechanical interests of any portion of the State. 

.  Á strong inducement to an economical administration of the affairs of 
the penitentiary would be found in making the compensation of the keep- 
.er payable, to a certain extent, out of the nett proceeds of the institu- 
stion. ; 


‘It will be necessary to make provision for the erection of an additional ` 


number.of cells, as:the present number is far exceeded by the number 
-of convicts. I would suggest the propriety of so constructing them:as 
- to admit but one convict, the association of the prisoners being delete- 
rious to their morals, and prejudicial to their management. "d 
.. Within the last four years, the convicts have increased from forty-four 
to about one hundred and fifty, and they-are-still rapidly increasing. If 
the.future policy of^the State shall require the permanent continuance 
-of the penitentiary system, the period is not remote when it will become 
necessary to provide for the erection of an additional institution of this 
character. "When this necessity shall:arise, the interest. of the State, it 
seems to-me, would demand its location:in the vicinity of St. Louis. -It 
is certain thatthe convicts could be much more profitably employed near 
_ that city than in the interior:of the State, and, it is believed, that the 
-amount expended in'transporting the :convicts'from. 5t. Louis, whence 
most of them come, to the seat:of government,avould go far towards. the 
erection of the new prison. 


The concentration of the sessions of the.Supreme Court, at one point, > 


has been a subject. óf frequent discussion and deliberation, and, in rela- 
-tion to which, the public mind has hitherto been much divided. The sub- 
ject will doubtless be revived at your presentsession, and its correct de- 
termination will have a lasting influence upon ‘the future ‘character. and 
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usefulness of that department of the government. Uniformity and abili- . 


ty of decision is of vital importance in the administration-of the law, and 
it is believed that these ‘qualities cannot be attained in so eminent a de- 
gree, while the time of the judges of that court.is employed in perform- 
ing the whole circuit of the State, at least twice in each year. 

f the interests or convenience of the people required the:continuance 
of the present system, orif the expense-of litigation was lessened there- 


by, the argument in favor óf concentration would be greatly-weakened. . 


But neither of these results flow from 4ts:eontinuation. The only ques- 
"ions discussed and decided in the Supreme Court, are questions of law, 
.&rising upon the record. Neither partiés nor witnesses:are required to 
attend that court,-nor istheir attendance at all necessary. ‘Counsel, it 
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is, true, must be. employed and paid, and so itis under the present system;

unless the practic- has changed in the last few years.. "m ! 

: As neither the interest nor convenience of tlie people require the, con- 
tinuation of the present system, and as the concentration of the coürt 
will afford greater uniformity and ability‘6f decision, and consequently à 
more perfect administration of the law. the reason for a failure to avail 
ourselves of thése advantages is not. perceived. 

Justice to the Register of Lands requires that I should call your atten- 
tion to the inequality that exists between the compensation of that officer 
and the other officers of tate. : 
| The labor of the office of Register requires, and has required, from 
the time.of its creation, the constant employment of one clerk, and occa- 
sionally two, in addition to the daily labor of the Register himself. Itis 
believed that the largest portion of the labor of the Auditor’s office de- 
volved upon the Register, while the annual salary of the latter'is only one-, 
third, in amount, of that of the former. i a 
It is true that the Register is allowed some perquisites of office, but 
these are insufficient to pay clerk hire, and must continue to diminish, 
from the fact that the expense incurred by those who pay their taxes at: 
the treasury, will cause them to make payment in the proper counties. 

_ It should be.remembered that the duties of the Register have been 
reatly increased by the increased quantity of land subject to taxation, 
and that the duties of the office are various, arduous, and complicated. . 
It is, therefore, but an act of justice to place that officer upon an equality, 
in compensation, with the other officers of the State, at least, that his: 

compensation should bear a just proportion to the labor of the office. 

' I respectfully submit to the General Assembly the propriety of reim- 
bursing to the Register the amount he has found himself obliged to ex- 
pend ii the employment of clerks. 

I would suggest, also, that many of our citizens find it much more-con- 
venient to pay their taxes at the treasury than to the collectors of the 
different counties. It would, therefore, seem but just that they should 
be permitted to do so, without being burdened swith the Register’s fee, 
upon each tract. > * 

Sensible of the great injury that might result to the State from the fur- 
ther continuance of the thirty-fourth and thirty-seventh sections of the 
act entitled “in act to charter the Bank of the State of Missouri,” ap- 
proved February 2, 1837 pledged as the faith of the State subsequently 
was for the ultimate payment of whatever sum might be obtained under 
the latter section, the General Assembly, at its last session, conditionally 
repealed those sections, and I am happy to inform you that the private 
stockholders, in the manner provided by said act, unanimously ratified 
the repeal, and that the certificate of their ratification is now on file in 
the office of the Secretary ol State. 

| By the repeal of these sections, we are saved the anomaly of a State. 
barrowing money to be loaned to the individual citizen, and the constitg- 
tional provision, which limits the capital of the Bank to five millions of 
dollars, strictiv preserved. s S l 

The condition of the treasury and the interest of the people imperious- 
ly demand that-the laws, in relation to costs in criminal cases, should be. 
so modified as to be less burdensome upon the treasury. In the two last ` 
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fiscal years, there, has besii paid’ at the treasury; | for nr in "criminal 
cases, the sum of $42,999 81, andthe claims now outstanding, and not 
paid, for the want of an appropriation, amount to. the sum of near, ten 
thousand dollars, making the whole amount of expenditure on this account 
` alone, exceed the sum fifty thousand dollars. Š 

This burden upon the treasury must be redueed, or a resort to increased. 
taxation is inevitable. Itis presumed that you will not long hesitate between ` 
the alternatives. t ar 

In view of the great expense heretofore attending the military operatigns 
of the State, I canot too strongly urge tlie propriety: of. regulating, by law; the 
. compensation of every officer hereafter engaged in active service. The com- 
pensation provided by the laws and regulations of the United States,, and 
which we have adopted, i is in’ most instances, excessively extravagant, and 
entirely disproportioned to the services required. 

I respectfully suggest to the General Assembly the propriety of adopting a 
scale of compensation to such officers as may be called into actual service by 
the authorities of the State, and so regulating it, that there can arise no mis-, 
apprehension as to the amount of pay, and no difficulty i in its ultimate liqui- 
dation. 

The fjpancial condition of the State will be communicated to you by the 
Auditor fof Public Accounts. _ From his report, it will be seen that there has 
been paid into the treasury, from the ordinar y sources of revenue, for.the 
two last fiscal years, exclusive of the balance in the treasury, on the 30th 


September, 1840, the sum of $266,518 81, and that the disbursementsatithe ` 


treasury for the same period amounts to the sum of $232,930 16; dearing. a 
balance in the treasury on the 30th September, 1842, of $32,588 65. 

This excess over the balance in the treasury on the 30th September, 1840, 
is produced, in part, by the collector of the county of St. Louis depositing, 
monthly, the amount of revenue collected, instead of reserving the whole 
amount, as heretofore, until his annual settlement on the first of December. 

The bonds authorised to be issued by the act egtitled “An act to iss¥e State 
bonds tu pay the State debt,” approved Feb. 15, 1841, were disposed of at par 
after being made to bear ten per cent. interest per annum. This was, the 
lowest rate of interest at which the bonds could be sold. 

The most of these bonds, having been sold in the city of New York, ‘and 
payment for them.made there, the ‘amount of premium upon the exchange, 
$5,219 66, was passed, by the Bank of the State of Missouri, to the éredit of 


the State, and has been applied to the payment of the interest upon the bonds. , 


The seven per cent. bonds, issued under the authority of the act supple- 
mentary to the previously recited act, were purchased by the contractors 
upon the Capitol, there being no other persons proposing to , purchase them. 

The amount realized from the sale of the ten per cent. bonds, has, been-dis- 
bursed in the manner directed by the act authorising their issue, except a 
small balance remaining in the hands of the Paymaster General. -+ *; 


Sufficient time having been allowed for the payment of the troops engaged ` 


in the service of the State, and ample opportunity afforded them to, apply far 
and receive their pay, L thought it best that the accounts of those who had 
not applied should.be audited,and paid at the tréasury, instead: of continuing 
the services of a salaried officer for that purpose., I accordingly discontinued 
the services of the Paymaster General, and,now submit the propriety of di- 
lis that officer to pay;wbhatever. balance Su in. s gus et the . 
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treasury, and of providing forthe payment of-those-upon ‘the pay roll, who 
have not received: their pay, at the treasury. | í 

Considering the large amount tobe disbursed by the Paymaster General, 
and the extensive scope of country over which he had to pass, I advised that 
officer to employ an additional- guard; and now recommend that it be allowed 
to him in the settlement of his accounts. 

I regret to inform-you-that:the fund, ‘set apart and--pledged for the pay- 
ment of the interest upon the bonds, authorised to be issued at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, has fallen far.short of the amount anticipated. + This 


. "failure-has.resulted, in part, from the neglect of*many of the. assessors.to ex- 


cute the law-imposing a tax upon-money-loaned at interest, and‘upon money 
invested in the purchase of notes and bonds, and-to which I have before.al- 
luded. Thedeficiency has been-met by the Bank, out of the-revenue depos- 
ited: with it, to cover which.there should be a special appropriation. . 

The faith of the State,-which should forever remain untarnished, requires 
that the interest upon the bonds should^be-promptly met, and I am well satis- 
fied that this can be-done, if my:recommendationsin relation to the assessment 
and collection-of the revenue, and to costs-in criminal cases, shall receive the 
favorable consideration of the Legislatures- 

There is a'considerable sum due the bank for interest upon money advanc- 
ed to the State for the erection of the Capitel, the pay of the troops, and for 
internal improvement. Although these loans were not made in -accordance 
with:-law, yet as:the State received and applied the money, it seems to be 
due to the Bank that the interest, at least,should be promptly paid, and it is 
hoped: that suitable provision will be made for this-purpose. 


The Capitol is yet-in-an unfinished state, the appropriation for ‘its :comple-_ 


tion being insufficient. -Itis believed thatthe sum of seven thousand dollars 
will be amply sufficient for that object; which the Legislature, I doubt not, 
willtake pleasure in appropriating. 

The great cost of this building,'and the value of the other property of the 
State: in this city, would seem to suggest the propriety of an appropriation 
for the purchase of a suitable fire engine for its preservation. Indeed, such 
a precaution is considered absólutely- necessary for the preservation of.the 
public. property. ve 

The important subjeet-of general education has, fer many years, received 
the favorable attention. of the Legislature, and produced the enactment of 
laws that have been considered abest calculated'to-premote the-encourage- 
ment of common schools. The system established bv our present laws, is 
one that has been generally adopted by States where-the cause of Education 
has received its warmest patronage, and though-it has been imperfectly test- 
ed in Missouri, yet I have no-doubt that-it will, whenever.it is fairly tried, 
receive the hearty concurrence of those who are required to carry it into ex- 
.ecution. I eannot too earnestly recommend to:the General Assembly the 
continuance of the system, in its»present form. — The:people ofthe countny

are beginning to understand its "details, and ‘to enjoy «its benefits; and its 


abandonment:now would not only-embarrass-the progress of genéral educa- 
tion, but seriously discourage the efferts of its friends. EU 

The Superintendent of Common Schools will in a shert time make to yea 
the report required by law, and I respectfully refer:you toi his statements for 
details and plans of improvement. C 

Since. the adjoarnment,of the last -session of the General Assembly, the 
‘State has received from the General Government, as the quota of-arms due for 
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"the year 1811, six brass-field- pieces, with the proper carriages, accoutrements, 
xc. These guns, which are six pounders, are now in the custody of the 
Quarter Master General, at this place, and are fine specimens of thé skill of 
our American artists. The quota due the State for the year 1842, will be re- 
ceived in cavalry.arms, with the necessary equipments. ; 

For further particulars on this subject, and for the number of arms belong- . 
ing to the State; I refer you to the statement of the Quarter Master.General 
herewith communicated. Jg , | 

There have also been received from the General Government, two boxes 
containing complete sets of weights and measures, prepared in compliance with 
a resolution of Congress, with a view to the establishment of an.uniform 
standard throughout the United States. As we havé a statute regulating 
weights and the contents of measures, which .are made uniform throughout 
the State, I leave to your consideration the expediency of so revising the law, 
-as to cause a comparisoh to be made between those now used by the sever- - 

„al county courts, and those received from the General Government. 

The protection of our western frontiér continues to be a subject of deep 
and abiding interest to the people of this State. The policy of the General 

-Government, by which the Indians are concentrated upon our.borders, im- 

. poses upon that government the duty of affording us ample protectionagainst , 

-their inroads. : This obligation, which has always been but imperfectly dis- 

: charged, is now rendered of moreditlicult performance by the substitution for 
the-second regiment of dragoons, of a' force much less efficient. Cavalry 
alone can be made available against the Indians, in our great western prai- 

' Iles. l 

I would therefore urge upon the General Assembly the importance of ex- 
pressing fully the views of the State upon this interesting subject. Your: 
timely interposition may arrest the change of policy contemplated, and save 
the citizens‘ from the consequences of sudden irrüptions by the savages that 
hover upon our borders. 

Recent evenis have satisfactorily shown that the slaveholding citizens of 
this State are constantly exposed to the deprédations of organised bands of 
abolitionists, residinig in sister States, who seize every opportunity. to seduce 
slaves from the service of their masters, and then aid them in making their 
e:cape into non-slaveholding States,and often providing the means of convey- 

-ing«them into the British colonies. , Althouga Í am satisfied that such offences 
are properly punishable as larceny, yet as some members of the legal profes- 
sion:«have.expressed a contrary opinion, [ would respectfully utge the, pro- 
priety and necessity of placing this question, by suitable-enactments, beyond 
alldoubt, and providing such penalties as will put.an end to the increasing evil. 
The Penitentiary for life seems a punishment scarcely too severe for the per- 
petrators of such atrocious otfences. 

Accompanying this. communication you. willreceive a number of docu- 

‘ments which have been forwarded to me .from- the .several States, and 
from individuals, with the. request that.they. be laid before the General 
Assembly, and to which 1 invite your attention. ie 

I must again bring.to thé notice of. the General Assembly the extraor- 

-dinary fact,.thaf,. while our:own bank is prohibited from issuing any note 

. of a less denomination than ten dollars, the banks of other States are 

permitted to circulate within our limits, with impunity, notes. of the low- 

.est denomination. This glaring absurdity should be tolerated: no longer. 
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I had the honor of inviting the attention of the General Assembly to 
this subject in my inaugural address, and of expressing my full concur- 
ence in the limitation imposed upon the Bank of Missouri. I beg leave 
now to renew the recommendations then made, and to urge upon the Le- 
gislature the impolicy and injustice of extending to the banks of other 
tates, privileges which we deny to our own. 

The circulation of all paper under ten dollars ought to be prohibited 
by law, or the Bank of Missouri should be permitted: to issue notes of a 
less denomination. = 

It is understood that some of the courts of the United States have de- 
cided that the act of Congress “to establish a uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy throughout the United States," supercedes the insolvent laws'of 
the several States. Ifthisis the effect of that act, it will be well for the 
Legislature to consider the propriety of abolishing imprisonment for 
debt in this State. The effect of continuing the power to imprison for 
debt, will be to force every debtor; unable to pay his debts, to take the 
benefit of the bankrupt law, or to remain in prison at the mercy of his 
creditor. — 

Itis presumed that the baneful effects of the bankrupt act will, at no 
distant period, induce its repeal; but it is unwise and unjust that during 
its continuance, debtors should be forced into the federal cour!s, at an 
enormous expense, to find relief from imprisonment; which must be their 
condition while the bankrupt act remains in force, unless thelaws euthor- 
izing imprisonment for debt are repealed. "This subject is commended 
to vour serivus consideration. 

In conclusion, permit me to tender to you my hearty co-operation in 
all measures calculated to promote the public good, and to invoke that 
spirit of harmony in your deliberations, so essential to the successful 


termination of your labors.

Tur undersigned, members of the committee on the part of the House 
of Representatives, appointed to examine the general state and condition of 
the Bank of the State of Missouri and; Branches, in compliance with certain 
resolutions which were adopted by the House on Saturday last, requiring 
said committee to furnish the House with any information in their possession 
or knowledge, whether verbal or written, whereby reasons were given by 
any director or directors of that institution for voting for or against, or pro- 
testing against, the resolutions adopted by the board of directors of that Bank 
on the 12th March, 1841, whereby depreciated bank paper was made receiv- 
able on deposit, and in payment of debts due the Bank; and, also, whether, 
in their opinion, any information proper to be communicated to the Legisla- 
ture, has been withheld by the officers of the Bank, have the honor to state, 
in relation to the first branch of the inquiry : 

That, whilst in St. Louis, investigating the affairs of the Bank, they were 
informed that the journals of the Bank did not show the whole of the protest 
of Robert Campbell against the resolutions of March 12, 1841; that he de- 
sired to have had the whole placed there, but the privilege was refused him, 
and he could only succeed in getting his bare protest spread upon the jour- 
nals, unaccompanied by any of the reasons upon which it was based. 

At the same time, a paper was handed the committee, said to be a true 
copy of tHe original protest, accompanied by a desire that the same might 
be laid before the Legislature, in order that the course of Mr. Campbell 
might be shown in its true light. 

Said paper is herewith filed, marked A., and made a part of this report. 

The committee, however, could not take official notice of said paper in

debts due the Bank, depreciated bank notes, as no debtor of the Bank will 
pay in her own paper when they can purchase that of other banks at a dis- 
coünt. J 
. Second, Because the uncurrent bank notes are received on deposite by the 
insurance offices, and the partial derangement produced by the resolution of 
November, 1839, had subsided; and the effect of the present course of the 
Bank will be either to accumulate this depreciated paper, or to discount on 
it, by which the Bank will act as an accessory to the circulation, in our 
State, of a depreciated currency; which is contrary, in the subscriber's opin- 
ion, to our true policy, and to the interest of the community at large. 
Third, Because the last Legislature, by-an almost unanimous vote, passed 
a resolution against the Bank dealing in uncurrent bank notes; and the State 
owning much the largest portion of the stock, the expression of opinion by 
the Legislature is entitled to respect, and ought to have great influence with 
this board on subjects affecting the character of the Bank as a specie paying 


institution.

Of a minority of the Committee on the Bank, to which was referred so much of 
' the Governor's message as relates to the circulation of notes of a less de- 
~ nomination than ten dollars within the State of Missouri. 


The undersigned, members of the aforesaid committee, respectfully report, 
That they have'considered the subject with an earnest desire to arrive at a 
just conclusion upon a subject involving principles of so much importance 
and vital interest to the people of this State. 

A majority of your committee have reported a bill to your honorable body, 
which, if it should be passed into a law, will have a direct tendency to flood 
the country with small notes, the effect of which will be to drive specié out 
of circulation; for we believe that it is universally admitted, that two mate- 
rial bodies cannot occupy the same spaceat the same time; and as one of 
these currencies has necessarily to be displaced, it is but reasonable to sup- 
pose that the cheaper would naturally supersede that which is of greater 
value. In this proposition, we are fully sustained by sóme of the most dis- 
tinguished writers on currency. Lord Wellington says, that, in England, 
actual experiment had proved the fallacy of a theory which says that one 
pound notes and sovereigns could circulate together. 

The preventing of banks (says Mr. Gouge) from issuing notés of a less de- 
nomination than five dollars, is a measure which is effective as far as it goes; 
but it still leaves the banks power to substitute paper for coin, and to carry 
on credit dealings to an extent which would be very pernicious. 

In England, where the issue of notes of a less denomination than one pound 
sterling, or about four dollars and eighty cents, has been prohibited, the con- 
tractions and expansions of the Bank have done so much evil, that it was 
found necessary to prohibit the emission of any notes of a less denomination 
than five pounds sterling, or about twenty-four dollars. 

From such evidence as the foregoing, the undersigned are clearly of the 
opinion that it, would be unwise and impolitic to authorise the Bank to issue 
any note of a less denomination than ten dollars; and we are further of the 
opinion that the Bank shouid not be permitted to'deal in any'notes of a less 
denomination than it is allowed itself to issue, nor in the notes of any bank 
which does not pay specie for the same on demand at its counter, and that 
notes or bank bills of a less denomination than ten dollars, ought to be by 
law prohibited from circulating within the limits of this State, at as early a 
day as,.in the wisdom of this Legislature, may be deemed practicable.. 

The undersigned have reason to believe that if such a course of policy. 
should be adopted by the present Legislature, that the currency of the coun- 
try would soon be restored to a sound condition, and that gold and silver 
would, in that event, supply the place of the depreciated notes which are 
still in circulation; and that, upon the establishing of a specie curreney for 
bank medium, sound credit would take the place of unsound, and legitimate 
enterprise the place of wild speculation; that the moral and intellecttial cha- 
racter of the people (already high) will be seasonably, though gradually, 
raised; and the cause of a variety of evils under which society is now; suffer- 
ing, will be removed; that the operation of the natural and just causes of 
wealth and poverty, will no longer be inverted, but that each cause will ope- 
rate in its hatural and just order, and produce its natural and just effects— 
wealth becoming the reward of industry, frugality, skill and enterprise, and

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poverty the’ punishment of but few, except the indolent and prodigal. 
All of which is most respectfully submitted. i -

The Committee of Ways and Means, to which was referred so much of- 
the Governor's message as relates to assessing and collecting the revenue, 
have had under consideration such parts thereof as relates to those counties 
which were not assessed in 1841 and 1942, for money loaned at interest and 
invested in the purchase of notes, bonds, &c. "PN 

The committee are of opinion that justice requires that those counties 
should be assessed for those years, or that the amount derived from the coun- 
ties which were assessed for 18-41 and 1842, should be reimbursed. 

This, it is presumed, none would insist upon, neither can it be done in the 
present exhausted condition of the treasury , nor without manifest breach of 
the public faith, the funds derived from this source being pledged for the pay- 
ment of interest accruing on specified State bonds. - 

The committee have prepared the accompanying bill with a view to com- 
pel the officers concerned in assessing the revenue, to perform their duties, 
while, at the same time, they have sufficient power to compel the disclosure, 
by such individuals assessed, of all matters required by the act. 

Some of the features of the bill mày be supposed to be unnecessarily se- 
vere; but when it is considered that large numbers of officers have either re- 
fused or neglected to act under the provisions of the act of the last session, it 
seems to the cornmittee that a penalty should be attached to the violation of 
the law, that will secure against its repetition. 

They have, therefore, directed me to report the accompanying bill, and 
recommend its passage.

The following resolution has been taken into consideration by the Com- 


mittee of Ways and Means, to which it was referred : 
uu 
Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be instructed to take 


into consideration the debt due the Bank of the State of Missouri from the 
State, and inquire into the expediency of vaying the-same at as early a period 
as practicable, and report at as early a day as convenient. 


The committee has, by application to the proper source, ascertained that 
the following debts are due the Bank from the State: —

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Building the Capitol, first loan, — - . . - . $30,000 00 
Do. . second issue of bonds, -  . - - => . 195,000 90 
Board of Internal Improvement, - - - 20,000 00 


Interest paid to first October, as per Bank statement, a 45,156 .60 
Making the sum of : - oe $220,756 60. 


This amount, together with the interest that has.accrued since the first 
day of October last, would probably swell the amount to about the sum of 
$225,000. 

The committee have approached this subject with the consideration its im- 


portance demands. If the design of the House, when it adopted the resolu- ' 


tion, was merely for the committee to inquire into the expediency of paying 
the debt referred to, the committee would have been confined to this simple 
question alone; but presuming that the object of the resolution was not only 
for them to inquire into the expediency of paying the debt, but also to de- 
vise ways and means for that purpose, they have deliberated on this branch 
of the subject also. . , 

Assuming then the quéstions for them to consider are : 

First, The expediency of the measure. 

Secondiy, The obligations the State is under to the private stockholders of 
the Bank, and in view of her own interest; and, 

Lastly, The resources the State has, both now, and in prospective to ac- 
complish the object. N 

The committee have arrived at the following conclusions = 

If the charter of the Dank is to be repealed, agreeable to some indications 
of the kind, and consequently its affairs wound up, then it is manifest to the 
committee, that no necessity exists for discharging the debt, as the amount 
thereof might be taken from the stock owned by the State. 

But it is presumed that the present derangement of the financial eoncerns 
of the country, and.the unparalleled distress and pecuniary embarrassments 
which seems to pervade almost ail classes of the community, will probably 
forbid a course of legislation, that would tend to withdraw so large a por- 
tion of the circulating medium, as the Bank and her Branches now furnish ; 
. besides, if the Dank was compelled to wind up her affairs, she would doubt- 
less collect all debts due her as speedily as possible. This would add still 
more to the declension of the price of property, which is already forced 
down to a most ruinous sacrifice, until the descending scale would be so 

reat, increased as it would be by this new impetus, that few who have thus 
ar withstood the storm, could survive the shock. í 


a 


Under this view of the subject, and however wise it might be at any pro- ` 


per period, to strike from existence an institution which seems.not to have 


increased the happiness of the people, nor to have been profitable to the State, . . 


nor to have extended commercial facilities to any great extent, and which 
has, as the committee believe, in many instances, violated duties and obliga- 
tions which ought to have been held sacred, still the committee presume that 
the Bank, like all other great evils, which unwise legislation has fastened 
upon a people, will be permitted to exist, in order-to avoid evils of a still 
greater magnitude, and the question of the further existence of that institu- 
tion, postponed to a more propitious period of time. 

The energies of the Bank are now crippled. A large amount of her re- 
sources, if such they can be called, consist of unavailable funds,which cupid- 
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ity or error drew into her vaults. Her suspended debt isJarge, and the . 
State now holds, in the character of a debtor, nearly one-fifth in amount of 
her capital stock. Such a state of things necessarily creates a suspension of 
_dividends, the consequence is, that our common schools and other literary ' 
institutions, which the State should foster and cherish, are languishing for 
the want of means to prosecute them into successful operation, while the 
Bank itself lies like a water-logged ship, incapable of helping herself, or the 
community. 

This state of things, it seems to the committee, should not be permitted 
to exist, if the Legislature possesses the ability to remove them. State 
pride, justice, and the welfare of the people at large, seem to demand that 
no example should be given, or precedent established by our State, that 
could be quoted as rules for others to follow, whereby, just debts are with- 
held or moral obligations evaded. To compel a rigid compliance of sacred 
obligations by others, we should first observe them on our part. 

In another point of view, it is but reasonable to suppose, that if the debt 
is paid to the Bank, she will immediately thereafter be enabled to furnish the 
branch at Jackson, and the one which will doubtless be established at this 
session, with their respective quotas of capital, which would be a sufficient 
basis for discounts to the amount of nearly half a million of dollars. This 
amount being distributed throughout the State, affording facilities for com- 
mercial, agricultural, and other business transactions, it seems would tend 
to renew the energies, activity and enterprise of the people, thus renovating 
the present féeling of despondency which seems to hang like an incubus 
over the community. 

The committee are of opinion therefore, that from these different views 
of. the subject, the expediency of the measure will be doubted but by few, 
while the obligations of the State, her own interest, the interest of the peo- 
ple and the cause of justice, equally require the faithful and. speedy payment 
of ihe debt. 

The means to accomplish this object seems the. more difficult question. 
This, however, is not wholly insurmountable. The limited amount of funds 
actually accruing to the State under our present revenue system will admit 
of no drafts from that quarter, without jeopardising a suspension of the op- 
erations of our State Government, a calamity which every tie to our coun- 
try, every feeling, both moral and political, should admonish us to guard 
cautiously against. l 

Thus it will be seen that we have no resources which we could apply im- 
mediately to thìs purpose, but in the prospective we have much to hope. 
The committee “will shortly present for the consideration of the House, a 
bill, under the pfovisions of which a more judicious system, it is believed, 
of raising our Sfate revenue will be set forth, and which, if adopted, to- 
gether with a rigid system of economy, in the opinion of the committee, will 
enable the State to strictly perform every obligation, without retarding or 
prejudicing her govermenta! operations, 3 


The wants of the Bank are however immediate, and if we wait the slow 


accumulation of funds by taxation, the time would probably elapse, when 
relief would be effectual to the Bank, or serviceable to the community. 
With these views of the subject, the committee are of opinion that a re- 
sort should be had to the only means in the power of the State, for the im- 
mediate discharge of the debt due the Bank, the issuing of State bonds. The 
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. .. committee confidently believe that they might be sold at a rate of interest 
not exceeding eight per cent. per annum. : ' 

It is known that there is a surplus of money in eastern cities seeking in- 
vestment, which, in good securities, is somewhat difficult to be attained im 
that region. i f : 

The committee, therefore, have no apprehensions that we should meet 
with a repulse, or the high credit of the State be impaired by a refusal of 
capitalists to invest their money in-our bdnds, when a fair rate of interest is 
paid, and adequate provision is made by an increase of revenue, for their 
redemption at maturity. ‘ 

They have directed me, therefore, to bring to the consideration of’ the 
House, the accompanying bill, and ask leave to be discharged from the fur- 
ther consideration of the resoiution. ; :

The undersigned, a minority of the committee of Ways and Means, 
have had under consideration a resolution, adopted by the House of Re- 
presentatives, requiring said committee to inquire into the expediency 
of providing by laẸ the means to pay the Bank of the State of Missouri 
the amount now owing by the State to the Bank, and regret that they 
have not been able to concur in all the views adopted by the majority of 
the committee, and reported to this House. 

In the examination of this subject the undersigned have bestowed upon 
it that reflection and consideration which its importance demanded, and, 
in arriving at the conclusions to which they have come, they first looked 
into the account of the Bank against the State, in order to see and as- ` 
certain the indebtedness of the State to the Bank ; and secondly, to learn 
the nature and conditions of such indebtedness. 

Upon making this examination, the undersigned found that the State 
owed the Bank the sum of $175,000 for bonds issued by the State, and 
purchased by, the Bank; and the further sum of $45,756 60, for interest - 

- advanced and due up to the first day of October, 1842. The several 
items composing these amounts are— i i 


First, For building Capitol, - - $30,090 00 

Second, | do. . do. - - 125,000 00 

Third, Paid Board of Internal Improvement, 20,000 00 
Fourth, Interest advanced and due to first Octo- 

ber, 1842, = - - - 45,756 60 

Making in all the sum of - - - $220,756 60 
now owing iy the State to the Dank. | 
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. The immediate payment of this sum, the majority of the committee" 
"have recommended, and have reported a bill providing for the same. That 
bill proposes that the State of Missouri shall issue her bonds, bearing an 
interest of eight per cent. per annum, to raise this money; and conse- 
quently, if it shall become a law, will be an increase in the rate of inter- 
est of two per cent. over and above the amount which the State is now 
paying, arid which would have the effect to make the State pay the sum 
of $70,000 more than she would have to pay undér her present contract, 
supposing the bonds are not to mature under twenty years. È 
To this recommendation the minority of your committee cannot give 
their assent, and for the reasons herein after given. 

Your committee have examined the several laws authorising the loans 
which have been taken by the Bank, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
terms upon which they were made, and to see if the amount claimed by 
the Bank, was actually and justly due it. The law authorising the loan 


of $30,000, the first item in the account, as also the sum of $125,000, - 


the second item, makes them payable fifty years after date, with the pri- 
vilege on the part of the Stateto redeem them at any time she may deém 
proper, after twenty-five years. The third item in the account of $20- 
000 is made payable twenty years after date ; all of whichseveral bonds 
bear an interest of six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, at 
such place as may be agreed upon, and stipulated in the bonds, at the 
time of their negotiation. i 

Such being the express conditions upon which these several loans have 

been authorized, the first question which presented itself to the consider- 
ation of the undersigned was, did the State of Missouri, in negotiating 
her bonds with the Bank, come under any agreement, either express or 
implied, to refund the amount advanced by the Bahk, before the time 
prescribed by law for their redemption? 
- If any such agreement exists, itis wholly unknown to the undersigned, 
and they are unwilling to believe that any such agreement was ever 
made, for the very good reason, that no agent on the part of the State 
had any authority under the law to make any such contract or agree- 
ment. A 

With these convictions, the minority of the committee have been un- 
able to bring ‘themselves to the conclusion, rather indirectly put forth in 
the report of the majority of the committee, that it would be bad ‘faith 
on the part of the State to refuse to pay the Bank the amount advanced 
upon the bonds, at this time. If the bonds were due, there would be 
some justice in the claim set up by the Bank ; but such is not the case. 

, Under the provisions of our law, the State has issued her bonds, pay- 
able twenty and fifty years after date, bearing an interest of six per ceh- 
tum per annum. The Bank, with a full knowledge on her part, of the 
time these bonds had to run, fülly aware of the rate of interest they 
were to carry, and the manner and time in which both principal and in- 
terest wereto be paid, became the purchaser of the same ; and now, at 
the end of less than five years, the Bank demands the payment of the 
bonds, some of which have more than forty, and some less than fifteen 

ars to run. 

What right, then, has the Bank to demand the payment of the claim 
here set up? The undersigned are not. able to see any. When an. indi- 
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vidual executes his bond or,note for any sum of money, payable three or 
five years after date,.has the holder of the bond or note any right; either 
in law or equity, to demand tlie payment of the same until the expiration, 
of the time set out in the contract? Such a thing will scarcely be pre- 
tended by any one. The undersigned know of no law in this State 
which recognizes the right of an individual to demand the payment of a 
claim, until that claim becomes due agreeably to the terms of the con- 
tract entered into by the parties thereto. If, then, an individual has no 
such right under the ldw of the land, the minority of the committee can 
see no reason why the same law should not have its full force and effect 
in the case of the claim now set up by the Bank. 

The State of Missouri, under peculiar circumstances, was reduced to 
the humble tondition of issuing her bonds for the purpose of raising mo- 
ney to erect a capitol; and for other purposes. In doing this the State, 
as she had a right to do, made them payable at certain times and places, 
and provided for the same by law; had any one of our own citizens, or 
the citizen of another State, or of another country, became the purcha- 
ser of these bonds, would it be pretended that such purchaser would 
have any right, under the law, to demand their payment at this time.— 
The undersigned flatter themselves that few, if any would hazard such 
an opinion. : | 

If, then, a citizen of our own State, in his rightful and proper person, 
would not have any right to make such a demand, it is difficult to see 
how any such right exists on the part of the Bank. If it is not right and 
lawful in one case, it cannot be in the other. The law makes no distinc- 
tion between natural and artificial persons; so far as the enforcement of 
contracts may be concerned; and the undersigned take the liberty of. ex- 
pressing the hope that the State of Missouri is not yet prepared to;make 
any distinction in the character of her creditors. Her bonds have been 
made'and thrown into market, and the law authorizing their issue stipu- 
lates the terms and time of their redeniption. Under this law the State 
sold her bonds, and under the same law the Bank became the purchaser 
of them. -With the plain provisions of the law staring the undersigned 
in their faces, they cannot see'how the majority of the committee have 
arrived at the conclusion that there is any obligation, either moral or le- 
gal, ote on the State, to comply with the demand now made by the 

. Bank. j í 

But in order to illustrate more clearly the ‘position, eccupied by the 
undersigned .upon this subject, they respectfully and with great defer- 
ence ask the question: If the Bank, in making the investment which it - 
‘has, had made an advantageous contract, and was now on its part un- 
willing to give up the bonds of the State, would the State have any right, 
either legal or moral, to demand them? Most clearly not. 

The “Bank has the indisputable right to demand the payment of the in- 
terest upon her bonds, but not the principal. r 

It is, in the opinion of the undersigned, the duty of the State, to pro- : 
vide the means with as little delay as possible, to pay the interest due on 
her bonds; according to her contract. . 

With that portion of the majority report which recommends the pay-. 
ment ef tlie ipterest, the minority of the committee most heartily concur; 
but. to compel the State, at this time, to. pay the principa! owing upon 
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her bonds, and especially upon the terms proposed by the majority, would, 
in the opinion of the minority, be to subvert and defeat the object con- 
templated in the enactment of the law providing for the sale of the ` 
bonds now in the possession of the Bank. 1 

Your committee have already stated the object of creating and putting 
these bonds into market. It was to raise funds for the purpose of erect- 
ing a capitol, and one of the principal reasons for making them payable 
at:a period so distant was, to throw the payment in part upon the 
shoulders of those who are to come after us, and who, too, will enjoy to 
a great extent the benefits of the fund. 

In no aspect, therefore, in which the subject has presented itself to the 
consideration of the undersigned, have they been enabled to see the jus- 
tice of the demand made by the Bank; nor can they see in the slighest 
degree any reason for the imputation that it would be bad faith on the 
part of the State, not to comply with the demand of the Bank. 

No one is more opposed to the doctrine of repudiation than the mino- 
rity of your committee ; but a noncompliance on the part of the State 
with the demand here set up by the Bank, and advocated by the majo- 
rity of the committee, will violate no contract—it will impair no obliga- 
tion which justly and legally rest upon the State, nor will any law of the 
land be abrogated thereby. 

It is admitted by. the undersigned that the interest claimed by the Bank 
is justly due it; because the contract by its terms makes it so, and hence 
the committee have recommended its speedy payment. Good faith on 
the part of the State requires that it should be done—justice to the Bank, 
and justice to the private stockholders, alike demand it, further than 
this, the minority of the committee cannot go. 

Let the precedent once be set, that any officer or agent of the State 
shall be permitted to pledge the faith of the State for the redemption of 
any contract he may make, whether founded upon law or not, and it 
is easy to see the disastrous consequences which sooner or later must 
result from such a practice. In the case under consideration, it is pre- 
sumed the Bank advanced the money which it now asks the State to re- 
fund, with a full knowledge of the law authorising the loan; and if it 
did not, it still does not alter the case. 

In conclusion, the undersigned trust they have shown, in the first place, 
thatit would be a clear loss to the State of $70,000, if the bill: reported 
by the majority of the committee should become a law ; and in the se- 
cond place, that the honor and character of the State will not in the 
least be compromitted by a noncomplianee with the demand of the 
Bank 


For these reasons, the undersigned recommend the rejection of the 


bill reported by the majority of the committee, so far at least as it may 


go to provide the means of paying the principal demanded by the Bank.

While. the committee, from the bai data to which they could: árrive, found 
it would be necessary that a slight increase in the ratio of taxation should 
be made, still, in times like the present, when pecuniary embarrassment 
seems to have reached the door of almost every. member :of; the com- 
munity, they are admonished of the necessity of a thorough. system of 
economy.and retrenchment in the expenses of government. 

With this view the committee have framed the accompanying bill.- 
They bélieve if its leading features are adopted, that a reduction of over 
two-thirds of the present charges on the treasury for. So iL D col- 
lecting the revenue will be the result. 

The receipts into the treasury will also be horia from TP ;princi- 
ple laid down in the bill, of enforcing the payment of taxes on lands of 
non-residents. 

The necessity of adopting this system will appear the moré obvious 
~ when it is known that nearly ten thousand dollars are now annually sunk 
in the office of the Register of Lands. 

The committee are far from supposing that the bill herewith reported is: 
free from defects, or that they may not need the aid of members in per- 
fecting it, of far more able abilities and experience, that they flatter 
themselves they possess; still they are.of the opinion, that after a pro- 
per examination and correction where it is necessary, the system will, if 
adopted, prove salutary, and tend much towards relieving the treasury 
from one of its heaviest charges.

Since that time, important papers, and espe- 
cially a correspondence between the late Executive and the former Pre- 
sident of the Bank, have come to the possession of the committee, by or- 
der of the House. They have given to the resolution an attentive consi- 
deration, and to all the facts invalved in the creation of the indebtedness 
for which the bank claims immediate reimbursement, a most full and 
painful investigation. The additional facts that have been developed, 
: have led a majority of the committee to conclusions different from those 
which a few days ago they reported to the House.

Under an act to establish a general system of Internal Im- 
provement in the State of Missouri, approved Februa- 


'ry 13, 1839, the further sum of 20,000 00 

The Bank also claims payment of interest due on mone 
advanced, amounting on the first October, 1842, to 45,156 60 
In all amounting to the sum of $220,756 60 


' The act passed February 2, 1837, appropriated $75,000 to be applied . 
to the payment of expenses incurred and incurring in the erection of the 
Capitol. 'To give effectto the act, the Governor of the State, was au- 
thorised to negotiate a loan, and to secure the payment of which, he was 
empowered to issue State bonds. The tenth section of the said act, 
contains the conditions on which the said bonds were to-be issued, and 
is in these words: «aid bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing six per centum*per annum, payable semi-annually, in the city of New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, or St. Louis, as may be stipulated in the 
negotiation. Said bonds shall be payable to the individual or individuals, 
body politie or corporate, with whem a negotiationfor said loan or loans 
is effected, at the end of fifty years after date: Provided, however, that 
the State retains the power to pay the same at any time after the expira- 
tion of twenty-five years? Of the bonds issued agreeably to the pro- 
visions of this law, the Bank of Missouri holds $30,000 in amount. To 
the proposition of the former Executive to borrow of the Bank $75,000, 
its President replied—*1I am instructed by the Board (of Directors, ) to 
advise you, that the proposition for the loan, in your letter referred to,is- 
accepted, upon the condition that you will receive the currency of the 
Bank, which consists of the notes of the Bank of Cincinnati, Kentucky, and 
à part-of the Bank of the city of New.Orleans, as also the State. Banks 
of Illinois and Indiana." The President's letter bears date June 3i, 
1837.- Whether the proposition was embraced by the Executive, the 


—— 
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correspondence, does not explain :. but it may be reasonably presumed, 
that the offer,was accepted, from the fact that the Bank now holds of the 
bonds then issued, to the amount of $30,000. In, accepting the proposi- 
tion of the Executive, no objection was made to the time a the bonds 
became due: but, so far as your committee can learn from a careful in- 
vestigation of the whole matter, the loan was taken onthe terms prescri- 
bed by the act. A portion of the bonds were sold subsequently, by 
which the Bank was reimbursed to an amount equal to the difference be- 


“tween $75,000 and $30,000, the amount thereof now held by the Bank 


from this issue. 

By the act approved February 11, 1839, the Legislature appropriated 
- an additional sum of onehundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, to be 
applied to the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of the act 
approved February 2,1837. To obtain this sum, the Governor was au- 
thorised to issue the bonds of the State, bearing the same rate of inter- 
est, and subject to similar stipulations, as were prescribed in the act spe- 
‘ecified, and to which this was supplementary. : 

Also, by the act approved February 13, 1839, appropriating $20,000 
to carry into effect the act passed to establish a general system of Inter- 
nal Improvement in the State, the Governor was authorised to issue the 
bonds of the State, to procure the said sum : said bondsto bear a rate of 
interest not exceeding six per centum per annum, and payable at a pe- 
riod not less than twenty-five years from their date. 

The Executive on the 16th February, 1839, opened a correspondence 
with the Bank, and offered to sell to it the bonds of the State, to the 
amount of $145,000, embracing the sums above named, of $125,000,. to 
build the capitol and 20,000, for internal improvement purposes. On 


this application, the Bank entertained some doubt of an authority on her 


part to take the bonds, and submitted the question of such power to the 
advice of the Bank Attorney. After a diligent examination into the pro- 
visions of the charter, and especially the 30th section, the Bank Attor- 


ney advised the board of directors that no such authority was vested in 


the institution by the charter, that “such a power could not well be rais- 
ed by implication, and that the whole spirit of the charter was against 
it^ ; 

. The President of the Bank, on the 4th of March, 1839, communicated 
to the Executive the opinion of the Bank Attorney, and the action of 
the Board of Directors thereon, declaring, “that the Board regret that 
the right has not been granted in the charter, otherwise they would prompt- 
ly have made you a liberal offer for the bonds.? — - 

Notwithstanding the Bank Directory was. advised of the provisions of 
the laws, and the conditions. on which the Executive was authorised to 
negotiate these loans, they passed resolutions to lend to the State the 
sum of $125,000, and the sum of $20,000, for the purpose aforesaid, for 
the period of twelve months, at six per centum. By a provision of the 
resolution, the Bank agreed to cancél the loan, so soon as the bonds were 


sold, for an amount equal to the loan.and interest, and the proceeds were. 


deposited to her credit in New York. To this proposition of the Bank, 
the Executive acceded. ... ... , , a 

The 30th section of the Bank: charter, declares, among other things, 
that *the Bank shall not; under any pretence, discount any paper which 
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will not fall.due within twelve months from the time such paper may, be 
offered for discount.” Yet a statement prepared by the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts, and examined by the committee, shows-that the bonds ex- 
ecuted to secüre the several sums of-$75,000; $125,000, arid $20,000, 
were issued in conformity to the several'aéts authorising the issue: and 
‘none of them for a less period than twenty-five years.— ` oN 

The foregoing statements present, briefly, the premises upon whicli the 
Bank claims the indebtedness of the State, for the loans before enume- 
rated: the laws upon which said loans were negotiated, and the, action 
of the Bank thereon. l . j : 

‘The examination which your committee has given to tlie laws author- 
ising'the loáns, and the mode by which they were negotiated, forces 


them irresistibly to the conclusion, that the whole negotiation entered ` 


intg by the Executive and the Bank, was in'violation of law. The legis- 
lature authorised loans upon certain conditions, and among these condi- 
tions it was enacted that the loans in the two first cases should run: for 
fifty years, redeemable, however, in twenty-five ; and in the last, for not 
less than twenty-five years. 

The-committee cannot pérceive that the Executive had any authority 
tc change these conditions, or to contract in violation of them, and they 
are impelled to believe, however well intended, that such an exercise of 
authority was an assumption of the powers of legislation. ` 

He contracted for'a-loan for twelve months, when the law declared it 
should be for fifty, and not less than twenty-five years. Such violations 
of law should not be silently tolerated. Its tendency would be to render 
Executive paramount to legislative authority. But, was the conduct of 
the Bank directory less reprehensiblé? The extent of their powers to 
loan money was expressly defined. The Capitol loan of-1887, ’39, could 
have been made on no other conditions than the terms prescribed by law: 
Yet in open violation of the restrictions of the charter, the Bank ad- 
vanced the money, as the Executive proposed. To the patriot, the 
whole transaction is startling. The highest functionary of government, 
tenders the'laws a mere nullity, An institution, the mere creature of the 


- State, in direct violdtion of her charter, yields a willing hand to consum- 


mate the infraction. ‘The Legislature should never sanction such an as- 
sumption of its powers, or recognise any acts of the agents of the State, 
other than those which are in strict conformity to the law. Under this 
view of the subject, the committee are of opinion the loans were made 
for fifty and twenty-five years. What right, then, has the Bank to de- 
mand their immediate payment?’ The committee can see none. The 
State has incurred no obligatidh,.either legal or moral, to pay before she 
promised: The bonds themsélves show they are not due: they are 
made payable conformably to the enactments of the Legislature. It is 


moreover manifest from the'corréspondence'that took place between the ^ 


Executive and ‘the Bank, that'it^was desirous of taking the loan- as.pre- 
scribed by law. The language of the Président'of that-institütion was: 
“The board- of directors régret that'this ‘right lias not: been granted:in 
the charter:”’ * And'it'is more than probable? that/had-thé bafeaiii‘tesult- 
ed favorable to the Bank, it would not have surrendéred the "bonds Wad 
tlie State fendéfed' the’ principal’atid interest. She Soüld'have pointed 
to thë Séveralae ts‘Hitthorisiny’ tlie Toafis, togesuitymer in éQqdifing" theit 
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due and legal fulfilínent, and:hbld:them for: twenty-five years from: their. 
date. “ae Fine th Ae ga vap t8 
Your committee, thereforé,'have' arrived’ at:the conclusion, that the 
claim set up by the Bank'is illegal, and:that:the State is-under no obli- 
pen to make such payment till the:time fixed by law therefor has ex- 
ired. ` MOL. e b E M ee 
But while the committee entertain tlie opinion that the Bank has no le- 
gal right to demand immediate payment of the aforesaid sums, advanced 
to build the Capitol, and for purposes of internal improvement, good faith 
and governmental punctuality, require that the interest which the Bank 
has advanced on the State debt, and the -interest which may be due on 
bonds made by the State, should be scrupulously -paid as the same be- 
come due, and that it is a high duty of the legislature to provide means. 
to defray such indebtedness. * 
. Since there is no legal obligation resting on'the State, to make imme- 
diate payment of the sums named, it is apparent that it cannot be expe- 
dient to make such payment now, -unless it would promote the interest 
of the State. The law limited the rate of interest which the bonds. 
should bear, at six per cent. Money could not now be borrowed at a 
rate so low, and the consequence would be, that a.greater debt.would . 
have to be created to pay a less. ., The inability of, the people to endure 
increased taxation—a treasury without means, and the strong probability 
that a loan could not be negotiated at a less rate than eight per cent. in- < 
pie thereon, renders immediate payment of such debt highly inexpe- 
lent. Tt E M 
Although good faith. demands the prompt payment of all justs debts, 
on thé part of the State, and the punctual reimbursement of the. Bank 
for interest due-her on money advanced, and the interest due and paid 
by her on the State debt, yet it would be greatly impolitie to borrow mo- 
ney at a higher rate, to pay a debt which the State is not legally bound 
to pay, bearing an interest at a less rate. .Nor does, your committee 
deem it good policy to augment the State debt, without-the highest ne-, 
cessity. "To pay back the money atthe present time, would be ,doing 
gross injustice to the people of the State, and impose on, them a new 
debt, requiring reimbursement in a few years, thus augmenting tbe taxes 
and burdens of the people at a time of. great distress and embarrassment. 
to meet debts which their representatives never agreed to pay under 
twenty-five and fifty years from their date. ^ - . zm 
The committee cannot-pass from the consideration of this branch of 
the resolution without expressing themselves against the expedieney of 
investing any additional funds in the Bank of the.State. The investiga- 
tion through which the committee was constrained to pass, brought under 
view the whole conduct and management of this-institution since its 
creation. Your committee could not have failed to notice many things 
in the action and managément' of the. Bank to which-they deem it due 
alike to a faithful discharge of their duty and the people of the State to 
report for the consideration of the: House. : 
On the 12th Deeember, 1840, the following, among other resolutions, 
passed the House of Representatives : € s M 
** Resolved, That the Bank of the State of Missouri ought not to re-

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ceive or pay out thé paper of any bank that fails or refuses to redeent 


E] 


its notes in gold and silver." 
This was an instruction from the Legislature to the Bank, and as more 


than three-fourths of the institution belong to the people, the resolutions 


of their representatives ought to have been implicitly obeyed. Other 
counsels, however, BR and relying on their supposed superior dis- 
cretion and financial skill, the bank directory rescinded their resolution, 
and immediately after began to deal in the paper of suspended banks. 
— The consequence was a great loss to the bank, and of course to the 
State. A large amount of the paper issues of suspended banks was ac- 
cumulated ın the coffers of the State Bank, and as the paper depreciated, 
the security for its redemption was weakened, and such paper now re- 
mains to the inefficient action of the Bank, and the peril of loss to the 
people of the State. 


By reference to the report made by the committée appointed to investi- - 


gate the condition of the Bank, it appears that the following compose a part 
ef the notes on hand of other banks, the whole amounting to $141,950.

. The notes of the U. S. Bank of Pennsylvania, to the amount of $1,200, 
unless secured to the Bank by means not developed in the Bank Report, are 
worth little or nothing. 

. The notes of the State Bank of Illinois, to the amount of $25,035, are in 
the possession of the Bank, aud are worth, perhaps, $8,000; from the depre- 


ciation of this sum, the people of the State will lose at least $17,000. But — 


this is not a full statement of the whole loss which the State Bank must sus- 


tain from the money of that institution. There are, besides, $90,000 of its - 


notes, upon which the State must ultimately lose more or less, and which is 
not reckoned in the item of bank notes of other banks. "This sum is secured 
by the certificates of the St. Louis Gas Light Company—an institution which 
your committee is informed has exploded, by an endorsement of such certi- 
ficates by the State Bank of Illinois, and by a lien on certain real estate; all 
which securities your committee regret to believe are wholly inadequate to 
the redemption of the said notes. Your committee would not, perhaps, un- 


derrate the securities by estimating them worth $40,000. If this estimate . 


approximate to the truth, the Bank will lose of the $90,000, the sum of 
$50,000; which, added to the sum of $17,000, would make up the amount 
of $67,000. This was one of the fruits of rescinding the resolution not to 
deal in the paper of suspended banks. 


. In addition to the sum of $113,545, put down in the bank report as the © 


amount of notes held by the Missouri Bank, of the Bank of Illinois, there ap- 
pears to be, if your committee properly apprehend the answers made by the 
Cashier of the Bank, a sum equal to $100,000, which the Bank of Illinois 
undertook to secure to the Missouri Bank, by drawing bills on New York- 
These bills are all protested and returned. The Bank has, however, $110,- 
000 of the paper of that bank, in the hands of trustees, to secure the payment 
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of the $100,000. This is, perhaps, the only valuable secürity-which the ' 
Bank has, and which must fall far short of full indemnity. ‘This collateral 
security is not probably worth more than $40,000; which, if the security on ` 
New York.be valueless, will leave the sum of $60,000 which the Bank would 
lose from thé reception of the paper of the Bank of Illinois, additional to the 
loss she must sustain on the sum of $113,515, for which she has no security. 

The committee cannot omit to call the attention of the House to the fact, 
that’ when the Bank of Missouri had concluded to refuse the notes of the 
Bank of Hlinois, the sum of $21,839 27, in notes of the last named Bank, 
appeared to the credit of the Directors of the Missouri Bank, and that the 
whole sum was paid to such Directors in notes of the mother Bank and its 
Branches. Whatever loss the other citizens of the State may have sustained 
by the unwise conduct of the Bank Directors, they were careful to secure 
themselves from loss. Your committee regard comment on this conduct as 
wholly unnecessary. 

It cannot have escaped the observation of any person familiar with banks, . 
that the amount of suspended debt of the parent Bank is unusually large. It 
is greatly disproportionate to the amount of business done-by the Bank. It 
amounted to the large sum of $147,739 96 on the 31st December, 1842. 
Of this sum, $39,039 18 was reported bad by the committee of the Board of 
Directors, and charged to the “contingent fund." The Bank, however, en- 
tertains the hope of collecting a part of this sum. No doubt, a portion, and 
it may be a large portion, of the suspended debt, regarded as good, will never 
be received. The whole of this large debt is now in process of collection. 
The existence of so large an amount of doubtful debts, evinces, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, a great lack of management of the affairs of the insti- 
tution. There must have been a great want of skill and vigilance in pro- 
tecting the interests of the State, otherwise the amount of doubtful debts 
could never have swelled to the enormous sum of $147,739 91. | 

In the item due from banks, (as per bank report) the sum of $9,554 03 is 
due from suspended banks; and of this sum, $6,953 24 is due from the U. S. . 
Bank of Pennsylvania. This is additional to the sum of $1,200 before, re- 
ferred to, as due from that institution. The Board of Directors expect to re- 
alise the first named sum; but $2,600, part of this sum of $9,556 03, the di- 
rectors simply express a hope to see realised. ] s 

From the examination of the various papers, statements and reports, with 
which the committee have been favored, they are unable to form any accu- 
rate estimate of the amount of losses which the Bank must necessarily sustain 
from the course it has pursued from the time of its creation. The necessary 
loss must be large, the probable loss very large. -The committee, however, 
believe they would not overrate the amount by estimating it at the sum of 
$950,000. 

The expense account of the Bank, all things considered, is greatly dispro- 
portionate to the same accounts of the Branches. ` The committee, in casting 
their eyes over the ample enumeration of the particulars making up the sum ` 
of expense, discover many charges for things they are inclined to believe ad- 
minister rather to the luxurious tastes of the officers, than tend to fill the 
coffers of the State. An air of extravagdnce pervades the whole account, 
from the salaries of the several officers to matters of far less importance. 
Under these different views of the subject, and a patient investigation of 
facts, the committee regret they are compelled to believe it would be highly 
jnexpedient to invest in that institution any additional funds. The transac-

tions between the State and that institution should be like. those between in- 
dividuals. When agents violate the confidence ‘reposed in them, deviate. 
from a known, legal and moral path, bring losses and great embarrassments 
upon thémselves,'the community and their principals—prudence séems to.“ 
admonish us'that a further investment of funds through such agents should’ 
noi be made, until, at least, a reverse of conduct shows to the world that 
they are worthy of such further confidence.- 

' The committee, therefore, have instructed me to report, and to ask the 
adoption of the accompanying resolutions. í

7^ Sm: Your communication of the 19th instant; logétlier. with the accom- 
panying documents, was handed me by the Cashier -of your Bank immedi- 
ately on his arrival at this place, from which I learn that yon have contracted 
with Alexander Gordon, Esq., of the firm-of Feo. di Lizardi, & Co., of Lon-' 
don, for the sale of $300,000 six per cent. Missouri State bórids, and to give 
them the agency for selling the remainder of the 53 per cents.

By reference to the act 
in relation to Internal Improvements, you will find thatit appropriates 
twenty thousand dollars, and that the Governor is authorised to issue the 
bonds of the State for that amount, redeemable at the end of twenty-five 
years, bearing six per cent. interest. 

The object of this communication is to ascertain whether the Bank over 
which you preside will furnish the funds as needed, according to, the provi- 
sions of the said acts. That portion needed for Internal Improvement pur- 
poses, will be left on deposite with the Bank, and checked‘for as wanted. 
The portion needed for the payment of the troops will necessarily have to 
be advanced at once, and it would be preferred in the notes of the Bank of 
Missouri, of the lowest denomination.

No satisfac- 
tory reply can be given, only that the Bank is notin a condition at the 
present time to advance the funds, and can fix upon no definite period 
when she will be able to do so. This reply would notprove satisfactory, 
because the people believe that our bank is immensely strong ; that she 
has a large amount of specie in her vaults, and but little paper in circu- 
lation. ‘They believe, in fact, that the Bank is able to make the loan, 
even if every dollar shall return upon her for-specie, and not feel it. 
Yet there is nó danger of this, for the amount required will be scattered 
through some thirty counties : the time that will be consumed in making 
ihe payments, and those payments being made in notes of your lowest 
denomination, will all have a tendency to prolong the period of their pre- 
sentation at the counter of your Bank for payment. A considerable por- 
tion, too, may be expected to remain in circulation, and much of it will 
doubtless be gathered in by the collectors of the revenue, with the view 
of making payments into the State Treasury, and thereby save the risk 
and expense of transporting specie to the seat of government, for it will 
- be recollected that none but Missouri paper is received in payment of 
taxes.

I have had under consideration the subject of the power of:the Bank to 
purchase bonds of the State, issued in pursuance of law, for the purpose of: 
continuing thé erection of the Capitol, or for any other purpose, and am 
forced, from the charter, to the conclusion that she has no authority to deal 
in that kind of stocks. 

There is nothing in the whole charter that fosters the ideaof such a power. 
It is true, the Dank is made the fiscal agent of the State, by the forty-second 
section of the charter, and her duties, as such agent, are there pretty well de- 
fined; and amongst the duties there imposed upon the Dank, on the require- 
ment of the State, is, as such fiscal agent, to negotiate loans for the State, 
either in Europe or America, &c., without charge. From .thi-, it would 
seem that the Legislature did not contemplate giving‘the Bank the power to 
take such loan. - "y e : - 

Besides, the restriction as to the longest possible time that the Bank can 
loan money, as specified in the thirtieth section, being confined to twelve 
months, negatives the idea, in the absence of an express power, that the Bank 
could be investing her funds in bonds not absolutely payable for fifty years. | 

The only State bonds spoken of in the charter, are the bonds created on 
account of the Bank, and specifically directed to be paid into said Bank on 
account of stock. jhe charter no where contemplates any other character 
of bond of that kind, to wit: State bonds, no: matter on what account cre- 

~ ated, as beirg liable to be purchased by the Bank, or vested thérein. 

There is no general power given to deal in stocks of this kind, any where 
to be found in the charter; and as it is such a power as cannot well be raised 
by implication, and as the whole spirit of the charter is against it, it must be 
specifically granted, before it can be legally used; and being clearly of 
opinion that it has not been granted, I do not believe the Bank has the power 

- to purchase the bonds. ~ m ; 

Under the forty-second section, the Bank can act for the State in negotiat- 
ing and selling the bonds, without charge, as therein specified; which Í con- 
ceive is as far as the Bank can go, legally, in disposing of the State bonds.

REPORT l 
Of the committee on the Judiciary, on the Delisle claim, made January 4, 1843. 


The committee to which was referred the petition of Robert-D. Dawson, 

- and Godfrey Lessieur, asking an investigation into a certain claim arising’ 

out of a New Madrid location, covering a large portion of the improved 

part of the City of Jefferson, embracing large improvements both public and 

"private, and asking for a just compensation for a release to the State of their 

claim; have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to 
make the following report: * ; 

. That from such facts as your committee were enabled to gather, they 
- cannot come to the conclusion, that the title of the State to the land in ques- 

fion derived from the General Government of these United States is defec- 

tive; and cannot recommend any compensation to the petitioners by way of 
compromise. 

In justice to themselves, as well as to all parties concerned, the commit- 
tee admit that their opportunities have not enabled them to give the subject 
that fulland thorough investigation which its grave importance demands. 
In truth, there are numerous facts touching the premjses, which your com- 
mittee, under its peculiar organization, had no means of reaching, and those 
which were laid before them, were to some extent confused and unsatisfac- 
tory; but these facts, such as they are, and the opinion of the cémmittee

By act of the General Assembly of L6th November, 1820, commissioners 
were appointed to select said lands,.and required to meet on the Ist of ‘May, 
1821, proceed to the discharge of .their duties and to report their proceed- : 
ings to the next General Assembly thereafter. That the commissioners re- 
ported their proceedings on the 6th day of June, 1821, to the Legislature. 
That on the 2Sth of said month, further time was given them to discharge 

——their duties, and at the same time the Governor was required to notify the 
Surveyor General of the State of Illinois and Missouri, and the territory of 
Arkansas, at St. Louis, and also the Register of the Land Othce in which 
the land lies, of the selections made by the commissioners, and requesting 
that the lands be withheld from.sale: and that by act of the Legislature of 
31st December, 1821, the action of the commissioners was finally confirmed, ' 
and the seat of government permanently located at the place where it now is. 

So far as to the title of the State under the act of Congress. - - 

The claim set up by petitioners, involves the following facts: that one 
Baptiste Delisle obtained a confirmation before the board of commissioners 
appointed to settle and.adjust land titles in the territory of Missouri, of two 
hundred arpens of land, ou lake Gayozo, in the county of New Madrid, in 
the year 1806 and ISIL, under the act of Congress, granting relief to suffer- 
ers by earthquakes in the county of New Madrid. A certificate of new lo- 
cation, number 347, on the 20th November, 1817, was granted by the re- - 
corder of land titles to said Baptiste Delilse, or his legal representatives, 
which was located on the 2nd day of June, 1821, so as to include that por- 
tion of the now City of Jeferson, embracing the State Capitol, as well as 
the greater portion of the valuable improvements therein. ANE 

This claim was located by those claiming through the heirs of said Delilse, 
he being supposed to be dead. 

In connection with this branch of the case, these seem to be the facts, that 
the supposed heirs of said Delilse conveyed said lands to Charles S. Hemp- 
stead, A. L. Langham and Taylor Berry. 

It also appears that the heirs of one Alexis Cornoyer, claiming under deed 
from said Delilse, dated 13th July, 1805, purporting to convey one hundred 
arpens-of land, situated in said county of New Madrid, and a town lot in the 
village of Little Prairie, conveyed to Thomas Hempstead the land in question, 
by: particular description, under color of said deed of 13th July, 1805. | 
There is something inexplicable in relation to this particular point. 

Dut let all this be as it may, Charles S. Hempstead. Thomas Hempstead, 
À. L. Laugham and Taylor Berry, by deed of 5th May, 1823, conveyed to 
the State, of Missouri all their united titles. E 

If said Delilse had really been dead, the title in the State would perhaps 
aave been quieted by this united conveyance. 

The committee would also briefly state another fact, which still envelopes 
the question in greater difficulty. There appears to be a deed ‘on record, 
purporting to be from said Delilse to one Alexander Conia, dated 17th Octo- 
ber, 1810, witnessed by William H. Ashley, and proved up in 1823, and put 
on record, conveying the identical land in question, two hundred arpens, 
&c. Your committee would spare any remarks on the difficulty here pre- 


sented, as the House can at once appreciate it. 


` 
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‘There is much of romance: connected with the story of Delilse's long ab» 
. Sence from the State. It seems that after he left New Madrid ‘in 1812, he 
. joined the army at Pittsburgh, was in several conflicts in the war.on the 
' north western frontier, and after peace, resided in the State of New York 
for twenty years, thence removed to Kentucky, thence to Indiana, thence 
‘to Ilinois, and finally, last fall some time, found his way back to Missouri. 
‘It is said that he is very poor, and he further makes affidavit that he 
‘never sold or authorised any one to sell for him, the land so confirmed ag 
aforesaid by the government of the United States. 

It may be asked, how is it then that he remained so many years in adjoin- 
ing States, without looking after his land, when his circumstances were so 
needy, until his friends, who it seems had not seen or heard from him for 
‘thirty years, looked him up? Yet from the testimony before the committee, 
they have no doubt of the identity of Delisle; but his long negligence of his 
rights, under the peculiar circumstances, is somewhat mysterious. Let this, 
however, be as it may, how does the question of title stand between the 
‘State and those who may be entitled under the Delisle claim! 

And, first, as to priority of location. - 

It would seem, so far as the record stands, that thelocation under the De- 
lisle claim was made some short time previous to the adoption of the selec- 

tion by the commissioners, who, it seems, reported their proceedings on the 
6th June, 1821; while the Delisle claim was located, or, rather, the caveat 
was filed, on the 2d June, 1521, but not surveyed out until thé 5th August, 
1§21. But as the law required the commissioners to meet on the Ist May, 
1821, and proceed to the discharge of their duties, and report to the next ses- 
sion of the General Assembly thereafter, to commence on the 4th June, 1821, 
it is apparent that the selection of the land in question was actually made 
before the location under the Delisle claim. It is, in truth, well known, and 
can be established, as your committee are wel] assured, by incontestible evi- 
dence, that the commissioners were dogged after by speculators to spy out 
the lands being selected by them, in order to cover it by some floating claim 
‘before the tardy action of the Legislature could be had, and thus take advan- 
tage of the State. TEE. 

In this view of the case, the Delisle claim by the then supposed owners, 
was clearly a fraud; and by no principle in Jaw or equity, known to the 
committee, could be permitted to work injury to the rights of third persons 
acquired in good faith. Besides, it is evident that the location was, at all 
events, made in fraud of the rights, at least, without the assent of Delisle, he 
being supposed to be dead; aud can his assent, at this late day, cause the io- 
cation made by Langham and others to enure to his benefit, when the rights 
of the State intervene? 

." Evenif the principle laid down by our Supreme Court, in the case of Wear 
and Hockman vs. Bryant, on revision, should be held to be law, yet the pe- 
culiar facts and circumstances attendant upon this, so widely differ it from 
that case, that it is altogether probable that the court would hold the location 
under the Delisle claim fraudulent and void. Hf the committee should be 
„mistaken in this opinion, still they could not see how the tardy assent of De- 
lisle, at this time, could remove the force of the statute of limitations which 
have been running in favor of the adverse claim of the State, under the fede- 
ral government, for upwards of twenty years. ‘ 

It also seems that the claim of Delisle, such as it is, was forfeited in 1824 
for the non-payment of taxes. . l 
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From these considerations, tlie committee, from the best lights before 
them, have come to the conclusion that the title of the State, and of those 
claiming under her, is in no wise endangered by the Delisle claim. — - 

Your committee, however, would repeat, that their opportunities and 
means have not been adequate to so important an investigation; and, there. 
fore, report the accompanying bill, and recommend its passage, and ask to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject. $ |

That they see no legal or constitutional objection to the objects contem- 
plated by the provisions of said bill—there can be no question ss to the jus- 
tice or equity of the bill. f ` 

The people of the new county of Osage belonged to the old county of Gas- 
conade, and, conjointly with the people of that county, contracted certain 
debts, it seems, of a general character, and necessary to promote the common 
interest; and where, then, would be the justice in permitting the people who 
may have fallen within the.limits of the new county, to be discharged from 
the burthens of government contracted for their benefit? m 

To sanction this principle, would be to assert the monstrous proposition 
that the Legislature could legislate the debts of one set of people upon the 
shoulders of another; there would, in truth, be as strong legal and constitu- 
tional objections, in the opinion of your committee, to this species of legis- 
lation, as of its gross injustice. "Therefore, to require the people of Osage to 
bear an equal portion of the contingent expenses contracted by the county 
of Gasconade, while they were citizens of that county, would only be pro- 
viding the means, practically, to apportion the debt contracted by them 
while one people. 

But as the bill is rather broad in its terms, the committee report the fol. - 
lowing amendment as a proviso, to come in at the close of the last section 
of the bill, before the concluding clause: . 

“Provided, That nothing in the foregoing provisions shall be so construed 
as to require the county of Osage to pay any portion of the debt contracted 
by the county of Gasconade for public buildings, of which the said couaty of 
Gasconade now has the possession; nor for any debt contracted by said 
county before the organisation of the county of Crawford, nor since the or- 
ganisation of the said county of Osage.” i 

Your committee recommend the passage of said bill, with the amendment, 
' and ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

Of the Committee on Education, respecting the State University. 


The Committee on Education have had under consideration the seve- 
ral provisions of the act establishing a State University, and beg leave 
to submit the following report : 

The whole of said act seems unnecessarily prolix and complicated; that 
portion of it which relates to the government of colleges and academies, can 
be regarded only as a cumbrous machinery, which either works not at all, or 
else to great disadvantage. 

The government of the University is vested in two sets of masters, the 
curators and the'trustees of Columbia Co'lege. The first are appointed by 
the Legislature, and the second perpetuate their own existen-e, and are in- 
dependent of legislative. control. The curators appoint the President, and 
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the trustees appoint all the other officers: of the faculty. -This:arrangement 
is deemed objectionable: first, because it is without precedent among the;in- 
stitutions of this country; secondly, because it'naturally tends to éollision 
between the two Boards, and want of system in the administration of the 
affairs of the institution; and, thirdly, because it places the organisation: of 
the University beyond the control of the State, thereby divesting it of its, 
character as a State institution. i 

Your committee, therefore, recommend that so much of the University 
act as relates to the government of colleges and academies, be repealed, and 
that all needful power for the government of the University be conferred 
upon the curators. 

_In the organisation of a literary institution, it is deemed'a matter of pri- 
mary importance to guard against religious prejudices having their origin in 
sectarian influences; and your committee have accordingly considered it ad- 
visable to make a provision for the accomplishment of so desirable an object. 

From the report of the curators, it appears that they are indebted to the 
undertakers of the University edifi:e in an amount exceeding the subscrip- 
tion fund; and your commistee, therefore, recommend that they be author- 
ised to sell the lands subscribed to the University, in Boone county, for the 
purpose of liquidating said debts. bo n 

Your committee are in favor of an alteration in the mode of electing the 
curators of the University, and consider such alteration necessary in order to 
give to the Board a greater character of permanency, and to excite in its 
members a deeper feeling of ‘interest in the institution. 

In consideration of the premises, your committee have deemed it advisa- 
ble to suggest several amendments of the University act, all of which are 
embodied in a bill which accompanies this report, and respectfully asks its 
passage.

Of the Committee on Education, respecting Common Schools. 


The Committee on Education, to which was referred a resolution of the 


House of Representatives, directing an inquiry to be made of the expediency , 


of so amending and abridging the Jaw regulating common schools, as to bet- 
ter enable the citizens of the several townships to avail themselves of the 
benefits of the school fund, respectfully report : 

That, after an investigation of the law regulating our system of common 
schools, your committee are of opinion that it should remain as it is at pre- 


sent, amended only so far as its absolute necessities may require. _ a 


Your committee believe that the only method of securing an efficient plan 
of general education, is to promete the organisation of common schools under 
an-uniform system, and to pay to teachers a compensation that shall be a 
sufficient reward for the toils and Jabors of-their profession. = 

If the resolution submitted contempiates the diffusion of the common 
school fund generally among the counties and townships of the State, with- 
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out reference to the schools that shall be taught, or the teachers that shall 
be-empioyed therein, then your committee feel bound to recommend its in- 
definite postponement;—they cannot believe that the funds now belonging to 
our schools can be better employed than in rewarding the.diligence and pub- 
lic spirit of such of our citizens'as are determined to forward the cause of 
education.  Ánindiscriminate distribution of the public school money, would, 
in the opinion of your committee, not only injure the cause of public instruc- 

tion, by lessening the inducements now held out for the organisation of com- 
mon schools, but would also fail to produce-any beneficial results to a com- 
munity that would regard such apportionment in the light of an annual sti- 
pend, and that would give no assurance of its. proper application. 

Your committee believe that our present system of common schools is 
well adapted to the habits and genius of our population. [t is becoming, 
every year, more popular; and to abridge or essentially alter it now, would 
have a tendency very much to retard the usefulness of any substitute, which 
could not be expected, from legislative precedent, to remain longer in use 
than the system which it has supplanted. — : f 

Your committee refer, with pleasure, to a publication recently made by 
the Superintendent of Gommon Schools, of tbe apportionment by him de- 
clared of the Jast dividend of the State school fund. It exhibits a cheering 
view of the increased organisation of common schools under the system at 
present existing, and induces your committee to believe that the increase 
will be rapidly progressive. oe 

If this opinion be correct, then it is far better to leave untouched a plan 
of education that is so rapidly developing itself, than to. alter materially or 

abridge it, thereby rendering doubtful the permanency of the benefits that 
are now resulting to the public. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully ask to be discharged from the fur- 
ther consideration of the subject as presented in the resolution.

In the report presented to the last Legislature by the Board of Internal 
Improvement, we find a McAdamised turnpike road from Hannibal, in Ma- 
rion county, to Brunswick, in Chariton county, recommended as among the 
very first objects-that should be aided by the fostering hand of legislation. 
See report of the Board of Internal Improvement, page ; which; in refer- 
ence to this road, concludes as follows: 

“I close my report with the request that this object of improvement be 

commended by the Board to the General Assembly, as one worthy imme- 
diate attention.” H 
, : With this constitutional provision, and the:recommendation of.the.legally 
authorised agents of the, State before us, we do: not feel at libesty.to. omit 
pressing it upon’ the ‘attention of the Legislature. " — — — y ^ us

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_ There are other considerations, however, connected with this subject, that — 
tend greatly to strengthen the recommendation of the Board above referred 
to, which also exerted some influence on your committee in prompting the 
above recommendation, some of which they beg leave to submit. — 

 'Thelength of the proposed road, on a direct line, is about one hundred 
and ten miles, passing through and,contiguous to some six or eight among 
the best counties in the State, inhabited by an industri»us and enterprising 
population, producing annually an immense surplus of tobacco, hemp, pork, 
beef, wheat, and many other products common to our country; all of which - 
do, and necessarüy must, seek a market, or the means of.transportation to 
some distarit market, at or near the extremities of this road, terminating as it 
does, at either end, on the great rivers that penetrate the centre or flow 
along the eastern border of our State; and how is this vast and annually in- 
creasing surplus to be transported to market through the whole extent of 
country under consideration? | en 

There is no water course that can be said to be even partially navigable, 
that could be improved to answer any valuable purpose. The only alterna- 
tive, then, is by land carriage, and this must be by rail road or turnpike, or 
the miserable and more desperate alternative of using the roads, as at pre- 
sent, in their natural state, which at some seasons are literally impassable, : 
atleast with the heavy products before enumerated. From the experience 
of other States, the practicability of using rail roads advantagegusly for the 
transportation of heavy products, has been greatly questioned, the cost of 
keeping in vepair overbalancing the profits. : | 

The McAdamised road, in the absence of water transportation, is consid- 
ered decidedly the most safe and economical mode, particularly for an agri- 
cultural ccmmunity, and it is the interest of such we are now considering. 

The construction of the road under consideration would afford thousands 
of our industrious citizens a reudy mode of conveying their surplus produce 
to market; the revenue of the State would be greatly increased, by the in- 
crease of the license tax consequent upon the increased amount of groceries 
and merchandise that would be ve: ded at the termination of the road on the , 
rivers; and increased facilities would be afforded for the transportation of the ^ 
United States mail, or troops in time of war, which seems to have been one 
object of Congress in granting the land from which our internal improvement - 
fund is to be derived. 

. Your committee, from the foregoing, and other considerations not neces- 
sary to mention, feel called upon to recommend the construction of the road 
under consideration, and, with that view, respectfully recommend the pas- 
sage of the accomparying bill.

Our State constitution ordains.that internal improvement should be forever 


of that ordinance may be met and carried out without any increased taxa- 
tion. - 

By appropriating to internal improvement the proceeds of the sales'of the 
public lands granted to this State by the act of Congress, entitled “An act 
to distribute the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre- 
emption rights," approved September 4, 1841, a fund might be created, 


increase the wealth, happiness and prosperity of the people of this State. 

Your committee concur in most of the views detailed in the bill submitted 
to them, and they believe that justice, State pride and liberality should all 
conspiré to sustain that legislation which is designed to improve the nayiga- 
tion of the Osage and North Grand rivers. 

The Osage river, which. is one of the most beautifol and majestic streams 
of the west, takes its rise beyond the western boundary of this State; formed 
by the Marais-des-Cygnes and Marmataw rivers, flowing in a northeasterly 
direction, and receiving in its course numerous streams, it fails itto the Mis- 
souri river, a few miles below the city of Jefferson. It drains more than 
18,000 square miles of territory, and courses through a fertile, healthy and 
populous country, teeming with agricultural and mineral wealth; it sweeps 
through, or borders, the counties of Bates, St. Clair, Kinderhook, Benton, 
Morgan, Miller, Osage and Cole, while its tributaries stretch into Van Ba- 
ren, Johnson and Pettis, on the north, and Jasper, Barry, Polk and Greene 
counties, on the south. 3 i 

At the last meeting of the General Assembly of this State, an able and 
faithful report of the survey of this tiver was made by the Chief Engineer of 
this State; which report was extensively circulated among the people of this 
State; and in it may be found-accurate estimatés of the expense and minute 
details of the mode of improving the navigation of this. river., i 

That survey commenced at Osceola, and terminated at the mouth ef the 
Osage, making a distance of two hundred and thirty mies, which it was sup- 
posed would require for improvement the sum of $204,600, so. as to. afford a^ 
navigation, from four to seven mouths in each year, for boats drawing three 
and a half feet of water. In the same report, a calculation is made, proving 
that such navigation would, in the diminished cost of freight, effect an annual 
saving of about three hundred and twenty-nine thousand dollars. The pop- 
ulation of this portion of the State, whose anxious hopes are directed to the 
improvement of the navigation of the Osage river, bas greatly increased 
since the period at which the report of the Chief Engineer was made. Since 
the last census, several new: counties have been erected in that section of the 
State, and thither has the swelling wave of immigraticn pressed. Accord- 
ing to the best data before your committee, they'are inclined, to estimate the 

pulation of the territory connected. with the Osage river at more than one 
hundred thousand souls. .  - NA : :

. . The culture of hemp and tobacco is extensively carried on in this por- 
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tion of our State, while numerous depositories of mineral wealth, and exten- 
sive beds of the richest coal, fringe the margins of the Osage. 

Your committee believe that if this river were rendered navigable, in a 
few years the country which it would benefit would, in its ability to meet 
taxation, amply repay any expenditure which now might be made. The 
surplus products which now fall valueless on the hands of the producer, 
would then become a source of individual wealth and State prosperity; and 
the country would rapidly fill with capital, enterprise and energy. 

In their present condition, the people in that section of the State have no- 
market; for the enormous cost of land carriage deadens every motive to in- 
dustry; and without the fostering aid of legislation, this beautiful country 
may become depopulated, or occupied only by the indolent. 

' The report of the Chief Engineer also contains a detail of the survey of 
the North Grand river; and, in common with the Osage, it is believed by 
your committee to be an object worthy of the care and aid of the General 
Assembly. This river courses through the counties of Daviess and Livings- 
ton, and is the boundary line of Linn, Chariton and Carroll counties. 

By improving its navigation in the manner contemplated by the bill, here- 
with reported, a large territory wonld be greatly benefitted, including not 
only the counties through which it runs and on which it borders, but also 
that of Grundy-and the extensive back country attached to these counties, a 
space sufficient for the erection of four additional new counties, making in 
all a territory comprehending more than three thousand square miles. 

. The entire length of this river is about four hundred miles, and.the im- 
provement designed to be effected may be done for about twenty thousand 
dollars—this river, unlike the Osage, not offering many difficulties or ob- 
structions. ; 

The population of the country interested in the improvement of the navi- 
gation of the North Grand river, may be estimated at not less than thirty 
thousand souls. It is rapidly-increasing, and in this fertile portion of our 
State new sources of wealth are daily developing under the hand of industry 
and enterprise. i 

Your committee have amended the bill submitted to them, by adding to it 
the improvement of the navigation of the White river, commencing at the 
point where it crosses the boundary line between this State and the State of 
Arkansas, and extending upwards so as to include James’ fork of the said 
river. 

White river passes almost through the heart of the counties of Taney, 
Barry and Greene, and sweeps along the border of Ozark county. 

By improving its navigation, outlets to a ready market would, by this 
means, be opened to the counties of ‘Newton, Jasper, Dade and Wright. 

The population of the country interested in this improvement may be esti- 
mated at fifty thousand souls. This river needs improvements only to the ~ 

oint where it crosses the boundary line; for at and below this point, the 

hite river, receiving many tributaries, is navigable for a large portion of 
the year. j 

Individual enterprise has been lately directed to the improvement of the 

navigation of this river, and many of the citizens of the counties through 


‘which it passes, have, at their own private expense, made partial improve- 


ments of ‘it. l 
By the judicious expenditure of asum of money, not amounting to more 
than-tén thousand dollars, this river might be render easily navigable; and 
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your committee, considering the, many. advantages arising alike to the nu- 
merous population interested in: the improvement, and to the State itself, 
earnestly recommend it to the favorable consideration of. the House. 

, Your committee, for the reasons given in this report, and for many others, 
which it would be tedious to mention, have felt themselves bound to recom- ` 
mend part of- the views set forth in the bill submitted to them; but as the | 
bill aforesaid required many amendments, your committee accordingly re- 
port one, which they ask may be considéred’ as'a substitute for the one re- 
ferred to them. : did

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Of the-Committee on Internal Improvement, respecting a bridge at Platte City; 
also, the improvement of the navigation of the Platte river, and the Spring 
River branch of the Neosho.—Submiited by Mr. Minor, of Cole. 


The Committee on Internal Improvement, to which was referred the pe- 
tition of the county court of Píatte county, and the remonstrance of certain 
citizens of said county, against making a certain bridge now being erected 
across Platte river as a toll bridge, and also a bill to improve the navigatio 
of the Platte river and the Spring river branch of the Neosho, have had the 
same under consideration, and have directed me to make the following 
report: a 

The county court sets forth, in substance, that the county has entered into 
a contract for the erection of a bridge across the Platte river, at Platte city, 
for the sum of nine thousand five hundred dollars; that the county has no 
funds to pay for the erection of the bridgé, except one thousand dollars of 
the road and canal fund; and that the citizens of the county have subscribed 
about three thousand dollars; and to raise the remainder of the nine thou- 
sand five hundred dollars, they ask that the bridge may ‘be made a toll bridge. 

In the remonstrance, it is represented that those who subscribed for build- 
ing the bridge, did so with: the express understanding that it should be a, 
free, not a toll bridge; and that to impose a toll, would bé unjust and unequal 
In its operation, for the reason, as the committee learned, that the river cuts . 
nearly through the centre of the county, and, consequently, one-hálf of the 
citizens would be subjected-to the necessity of paying this toll to get to the 
county seat. 

In addition to the facts set forth above, the committee were advised 
by the members representing the interests involved, that an appropria- 
tion for the cgmpletion of the bridge in question, would better subserve ` 
the interests of the whole community than the appropriation proposed: 
for the improvement of the Platte river, as provided in the bill referred: 
0 the committee on that subject. 

In view of all these facts, the committee have come to the conclusion 
hat the prayer of the county court ought not to be granted ; and yield- 
ag to the wishes of those who represent the interests concerned, instead 
f the appropriation mentioned in the. bill referred to ,them for the im-, 
roverhent of the Platte river, they recommend that the sum of six thou- 
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“morial of the citizens of Wright, Pulaski, Gasconade, Crawford, ani 
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sand dollars, to be paid out of the internal improvemet fund, providi 
that the said internal improvement fund be created from the procee 
arising from the sale of the 500,000 acres of land granted by Congres 
as heretofore recommended by the committee, and for that object repo 
the accompanying bill, and ask to be discharged from the further cons 
deration of the subject. l 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

In all the bills reported by the committee to the House, this grant has 
alone been recognized as the proper fund for internal improvements, nor 


_ have they ever recommended, or do they now recommend, for this pur- 
— pose, any system of direct or indirect taxation.

Of the Committee on Agriculture respecting the erection of a State ware- 


house in the city of St Louis, for the-inspection of tobacco. 


The Committee on Agriculture, to whom was referréd certain resolu- 
tions of this House, requiring said committee to inquire into the expe- 


 dieney of erecting a State warehouse at the city of St. Louis, for the 
purpose of inspecting tobaeco; and also the petition of sundry. citizens 
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of Lincoln county; praying the establishment of a similar institution ; | 
and also the bill referred to your committee entitled a billto establish an 
inspection of tobacco in the city of St. Louis, would respectfully make 
. the following report : ie 
Your committee have felt a deep interest in the several matters refer- 
red to them, knowing, as they did, that they embraced subjects in which 
the people of the whole State are to a considerable extent interested. 
In the investigations of your committee, they have endeavored to collect 
such information, and report the same to this body, as they thought would 
be of general interest to it, and to the people of the State, generally. 
The article of tobacco is fast acquiring an importance in this State, 
which will demand at our hands, and indeed now demands of us, the fos- 
tering aid of legislative enactments. In 1840, as shown by the Federal 
census of that year, there was grown in the State of Missouri, ten mil- 
lions of pounds of tobacco. There was grown in the same year in the 
State of Virginia, about seventy millions of pounds of tobacco; and in 
the State of Maryland, in the same year, there was grown about twenty- 
four millions of pounds of tobacco. It is thought by your committee that 
the above estimate is about the amount annually grown in the two States 
last mentioned. It is also estimated by your committee. that the amount 
of tobacco grown in this State in the present year cannot be less than 
forty millioms of pounds! From the increase in the quantity of tobacco 
raised in this State since 1840, it is evident that the time is not far ahead 
when Missouri will stand among the first class of States in the quantity 
grown, and culture of this article. Itis a proud reflection for the tobac- 
co grower of Missouri, when it is known that tobacco, the growth of 
this State, has already acquired a character, second to none in the Union. 
It is eagerly sought for in market, both by the manufacturer and-trader ; 
and the day is not far distant, as your committee firmly believe, when 
Missouri tobacco will stand first in the tobacco market! . 
From information which your committee have received, there is now 


in this State large amounts of capital, both foreign and domestic, ready ` 


to be invested in the purchase of this article ; and itis confidently hoped 
that the planter will be well rewarded for his industry in the production 
of this article. 

Your committee have examined the Petition referred to them, with a 
view, if practicable, to conform their action to the prayer of the peti- 


tioners; and while upon this part of the subject, it might be well to add, ` 


that in considering said petition, your committee at the same time took 
into consideration the resolutions of this House also, upon the same sub- 
ject. . 2e | 

i From. information which is deemed undoubted by your committee, 
there has been already erected in the city of St. Louis, by private enter- 
prise, a large and commondious warehouse for the inspection of tobac- 
co, which it is thought by your committee will, with proper enactments 
and changes of ihe law now in force upon the subject, fully meet the 
growing interest of the planter for the next two years to come. Your 
committee are the more strongly induced to recommend this course, from 
the fact that the State treasury is at present in a very exhausted condi- 
tion. Your committee believe the warehouse already erected will an- 
swer every practical purpose until the next session of the Legislature, 
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when itis.to be hoped the State will be in a more suitable condition’ to 
erect a warehouse, and doubtless the interest of the planter will more 
imperiously demand it. 

Your committee have taken much pains to ascertain what enactments 
would be necessary in addition to those already in force, which would 
best tend to advance the interest of the tobacco grower, and to sustain 
the character of the tobacco grown in this State. Your committee have 
therefore examined the bill referred to them, and have preparéd a substi- 
tute for the same, with such additional provisions as to them seemed ne- 
cessary ; which substitute is herewith reported for the consideration of 
the House, and we respectfully recommend the passage of the same. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

erly, the many peculiar cases that may arise in the great variety of suits 
which may come within the range of criminal proceedings in our courts, 
and by our officers, in one bill. - 

^ Your committee, however, herewith present a bill concerning costs in 
criminal cases, which it is believed will operate better, in practice, than our 
present statutes on the subject, which bill y our committee hope may meet 
the approbation of the General Assembly and become a law. l

Of the Committee on the Militia, on the petition of Gen. G. W. Miller. 


The Committee on the Militia, to which was referred the petition of 
George W. Miller, praying compensation for services rendered by him 
as Quartermaster General, Commissary General, and Surgeon General, 
growing out of the difficulties with the Osage Indians, the Mormons, and: 
lowa Territory, have had the same under consideration, and have instructed 
me to report: i 

The committee had before it the letter of General Horner, showing that 
General Miller had been in officé and discharged the duties øf the different 
offices, as stated in his petition. 

There was also placed before the committee a letter of Col. W. Claude 
Jones, in which letter Col. Jones states that an officer employed as General 
Miller was, is entitled by law to full pay, until the duties imposed upon him 
were discharged, or until he should be ordered out of service. 

There was al«o a letter addressed to the committee by General G. A. Par- 
sons, in which Mr. Parsons states that General Miller has performed the 
duties as stated in his petition; and that, owing to the irregularity of many 
of the accounts presented for allowance, the trouble and [abor of Generel 
Miller were arduous and perplexing. 

Mr. Parsons states, in his letter, that his information was founded on his 

" own personal knowledge of the facts stated in his letter. 

The committee have duly considered all the evidence placed before it; and 
from the best information the committee had before.it, they were induced 
not to allow the amount authorised by the general laws on that subject, but - 
endeavored to arrive at the amount it was deemed just and right should be 
paid to General Miller as a full compensation for the services mentioned in 
the petition. 

The committee, under all the circumstances, come to the cedclusion that 
the sum of two thousand dollars would be a fair, equitable and just compen- 
sation for the services of said Miller, mentioned in his petition; and have in- 
structed me to report the accompanying bill, and recommend to the House 
the passage of the same. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

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Of the -Select Committee on the late Apportionment Act of Congress. 


Preamble and Resolutions respecting “An act for the apportionment of Rep- 
. resentatives among the several States, according to the sixth census," 
passed during the second session of the twenty-seventh Congress, and 
approved June 25th, 1843. - 
WHEREAS, it is essential to the preservation of the reserved rights of the 
.. States and the freedom of the people, that the general government 
should be strictly confined to the exercise of those powers which are 
clearly delegated to it by the Constitution of the United States, and not 
permitted to assume control over the action of State Legislatures upon 
any subject whatever; and, wAereas, the safety and welfare of our com- 
mon country, and the integrity of the Union, demand that both the 
State and National Governments should be kept within their proper 
orhits;—therefore, : 


Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, That the right 
assumed by the federal government, in the second section of the apportion- 
ment act, approved June 25th, 1849, to order the State Legislatures to di- 
vide their respective States into single congressional districts, as the sole 
condition upon which they sball hereafter be entitled to a representation in 
Congress, is the usurpation of a power not granted by the Constitution, 
which, if acquiesced in, will reduce the several States to the condition of co- 
lonial dependencies upon the General Government, and render their Legisla- 
tures the mere registers of its edicts. — ^ 

Be it further resolved, That it is the duty of the Legislatures of the several 

States to prescribe the times, places and manner of holding elections for 
Senators and Representativés in Congress; that the federal government has. 
no constitutional power to act upon the subject, except in those cases in 
. which a State shall refuse; neglect, or be unable to perform that sacred 
duty; and that it is hereby declared a violation of the spirit and express ob- 
ject of the fourth section of the third article of the federal constitution, for 
the general government to dictate conditions upon which the States shall be 
. entitled to a representation in Congress. 
. Be it further resolved, That in those cases in which it was intended, by the 
framers of the federal constitution, that Congress should act upon the subject 
of elections, it was also made the duty of that body to employ federal offi- 
cers as its agents, and not State Legislatures; and that the safety of the 
Union requires that the general government should perform all its duties 
through its own constitutional agents, and not delegate its powers to the 
officers of States, who are neither indebted to it for the trust they hold, nor 
responsible to it for the manner in which they execute that trust. - 

Be it further resolved, That the State of Missouri hereby asserts the right, 
as a sovereign State, to regulate her own elections in her own way; and that 
as long as she continues to send Representatives to the National Council, 
she canfíot acknowledge the right of any power whatever to interfere in the 
matter. 

Be it further resolved, That if this General Assembly should, either direct- 
ly or indirectly, do any act that would have the remotest tendency to admit 
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this power on the part of Congress,'it would be regarded as a tame submis 
sion to the command of Congress, and a degradation to which this General 
Assembly is unwilling to submit. i 

Be it further resolved, That a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tions be sent to our Senators and Representatives in Congress, to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to the Governors of the several States, with 
the request that the same shall be submitted to the Legislatures of the re- 
spective States for their due consideration. i

Of the minority of the select committee on thelate Apportionment Act of Congress. 


The undersigned, members of the committee of thirteen, instructed “to 
report the sense of this House in relation to the late act of Congress, direct- 
ing the Legislatures of the different States to divide the States into congres- 
sional districts," respéctfully submit : 

That they-have considered the subject referred to said committee, with an 
earnest desire to conform their report, in some respects, at least, with that 
of the majority. With this view, they have carefully examined their pre- 
amble and resolutions. They are ready to concur in the truism contained 
in the said preamble, that **both the State and National Governments should 
be kept within their proper orbits; but are compelled, under the solemn 
sanctions of their oaths, to express their unqualified dissent from the whole 
of the resolutions reported by the majority. "They do not deem it neces- 
sary to enter, at present, into any labored exposition of the reasons which 
have forced this conclusion upon them, and will content themselves with a 
brief examination of the section of the federal constitution from which it is 
_ alleged Congress derives the power to enact the law in question. The lan- 
guage of the Constitution is, “The times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be prescribed in each State by 
the Legislature thereof; but the Congress may, at any time, by law, make or 
alter such regulations, except as to the place of choosing Senators." The 
grant of power to the federal government is in the most clear and explicit 
terms. Butit is argued “that this power was interided by the framers of the 
Constitution to be exercised only in the event that the States failed to exer- `- 
cise the power granted them, or exercised it in such manner as to defeat the 
objects and purposes of the Constitution.” The language of the constitution, 
however, clearly negatives this argument: “but the Congress may, at any 
time, make or alter such regulations.” Congress may alter what regulations? - 
Most clearly, those prescribed by the States. Then Congress may, at any 
time, alter the regulations of the States. Congress could not alter the regu- 
lations of the States, unless such regulations existed; and if such regulations 
existed, there could hardly be a failure of representation. But if this power 
was only intended to be exercised by Congress in the event of one of the 
two supposed contingencies, why was it not so expressed? The framers of 
the Constitution were careful to express one limitation upon the power of 
Congress, certainly not more important than the two supposed; and can it 
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be believed that they would not have expressed the latter, had they been iti- 
tended? In reading this section of the Constitution, omit the words “make 
or,” and we have “the times, places and manner of holding elections for 
Senators and Representatives shall be prescribed in each State by the Legis- 
lature thereof; but the Congress may, at any time, alter such regulations.” 
And is it possible for language more unequivocally to confer power? Con- 
gress may, at any time, alter such regulations, is the language of the Constitu- 
tion. But this, it is argued, means that Congress may not, at any time, alter 
such regulations—and that, on the contrary thereof, Congress can only ex- 
ercise such power in the event of one or two supposed contingencies, nei- 
ther of which is so much as mentioned in the Constitution. The argument 
may be ingenious, but is not, it is believed, based upon any legitimate rule of 
construction. A license of construction so unlimited, would, in the opinion 
of the undersigned, lead to the most fearful consequences. 
But the language of the law of Congress is characterised asthe language 
of “the superior to the inferior.” The representatives in Congress shall be 
— elected by districts. And this is the objectionable language. Now, what says 
the Constitution? “The times, places and manner of holding elections for 
Senators and Representatives in each State shall be prescribed by the Legis- 
lature thereof.” ls this the language of the superior to the inferior? Then 
is the language of the law in question, the language of the superior to the 
inferior, and e converso. And is the phraseology of the latter less objec- 
tionable than that of the former? | i 
. It is also argued, “that in those cases in which it was designed, by the 
framers of the federal constitution, that Congress should act upon the sub- 
ject of elections, it was also the duty of that body to employ federal officers 
as its agents.” The argument is, that Congress has been guilty of a gross 
assumpiton of State rights by the forbearance to exercise, to the full extent, 
its constitutional power. 
| In this view of the subject, the assumption of power by the federal gov- 
ernment consistsin confiding too much to the legislation of the States. It is 
not here contended that Congress has transcended its constitutional power 
by declaring that the States shall be districted; but that they have confided 
the delicate trust of districting, to the Legislatures of the States themselves. 
It is, in the opiuion of the minority, hardly presumable that the good people 
of this State would more readily have acquiesced in the enactment, by Con- 
gress, of a law: which might, perchance, have placed this trust in the hands 
of persons who entertained political opinions dissimilar to those of the dom- 
inant party here. = a ; ; 
. But Congress may, at any time, make or alter such regulations. The un- 
dersigned submit, that, in their opinion, the action of Congress in the prem- 
ises, has extended only £o alter the existing regulations of the States. Con- 
gress has prescribed no new qualifications for its members, and has only al- 
tered the manner of electing members possessing the requisite qualifications 
under the federal constitution. ‘The minority are not prepared to appreciate 
___the doctrine, that the forbearance, by Congress, to exercise a portion of its 
constitutional, power, is to be regarded as an encroachment upon the rights 
of the States. If the position, that the States are not bound to district them- 
selves in conformity with the law of Congress, be tenable, then the under- 
signed would most naturally suppose that the national govérnment would 
be censured for having confided too much to the legislation. of the States, 
and not for having wrested from them their reserved powers. But, para- 
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doxical as it may seem, that part of the law which eonfidés the deliéate.trust' 

of* districting to thé States themselves, is the most Vehemently denounced— 

ce dehounced, 100, as an arrogant assumption of the sovereignty of the 
tates. 

The undersigned could not, in justice to themselves, do less than give this 
brief analysis of the section of (he federal constitution under examination. 
They will, however, forbear to state any other of the various reasons which 
have forced the same convictions upon them. l RR M 

In conclusion, they will remark, that, in their opinion, a time hás come 
which imperatively requires that the election of members of the lower branch 
of the National Legislature should be universally by districts. They urge 
the fearful consequences which would necessarily eusue the universal adop- 
tion of the general ticket system. Let the South and West, the slavehold- 
ing sections of the Union, beware in time—for upon them would fall the 
most fearful evils of that system. That which was denounced in 1824 as 
the “tyranny of the general ticket system,” can hardly be less than tyranni- 
calnow. They are of opinion that Congress was fully competent, under the 
federal constitution, to enact the law under examination; that, in exercising 
their constitutional power, they violated no rights of the States, and only 
carried into effect the sacred trust 1eposed in the national government. They 
are clearly of opinion that said law of Congress is the supreme law of the 
and; and that all State laws repugnant thereto, are null and void. In the 
language of President Jackson's proclamation, they *consider the power to 
annul a law of the United States assumed by one State, incompatible with 
the existence of the Union, contradicted expressly by the letter of the Con- 
stitution, unauthorised by its spirit, inconsistent with every principle on 
which it was founded, and destructive of the great objects for which it was 
formed." j

Of the Committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor!s Mes- ' 
sage “as relates lo the Grant ef 5.0,000 acres of land to this State 
by the United States, and the proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands." ] 


The committee te whom was referred “so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the grant of the five hundred thousand acres of 
land to this *tate by the United States, and the proceeds óf the sales of 
the public lands," respectfully report: 

— That in the examination of the important questions of State, as well 
as of féderal policy, involved in the inquiry, they have deemed it proper 
to consider the subject in a two-fold character. | 
"1. As to the grant of the land. . ^ VNLT 
2. . As to the distribution.of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, 


First. Your cominittee report, (liat by an ‘act of Congress, approved 
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. September 4, 1841, five hundred thousand acres of land, were granted . 
out of certain public lands, the property of the United States, to the 
State of Missouri for purposes of internal improvement, the peculiar cha- 
racter of which, is prescribed in the ninth sction of said act. The same 
act authorised the selection of the lands granted, to be made by the legis- 
latures of the several States to whom the same had been donated, but 
an amendatory and subsequent act gave the power of selection to the 
Governor. By referring to the Governor's message, it will be perceived 
that for the purposes of convenience, facility of sale, and economy, he 
had determined to await the action of the legislature, and to recommend 
to that body the propriety of selecting the granted lands in the “Platte 
country," with such proper legislation as would protect the rights of the 
pre-emptioner. In this condition the subject remained until May last, 
when the Executive of this State was informed by the Commissioner 
General of the Land Office, (acting under instructions from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury,) that no land to which a pre-emption right existed 
could be legally selected. A subsequent correspondence between the 
Governor and the authorities at Washington, resulted in the communi- 
cation by Mr. Forward, the Secretary of the Treasury, on the 12th day 
of July, 1842, of the opinion of the Attorney General of the United 
States, confirming and sustaining the decision made by the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office. From this decision no appeal could have 
been made, except to Congress; and had the Legislature of this State 
been convened, and the “Platte country lands" selected, expensive and - 
protracted litigation, sensibly affecting the title, and possible loss of land 
by the possessor, would necessarily have arisen from the conflicting sys- 
tems of construction on the one part, and legislation on the other, adopt- 
ed by the two governments in relation to this matter. 

Your committee believe that this construction of the act of Congress, 
by the Commissioner of the General Land Office and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, was right, and is sustained by the strongest reasons of equity and 
policy. A pre-emption right is neither a gratuity nor a pension. It is- 
an equitable right, resulting from a lofty, moral, social, and republican 
consideration, declaring the sound principle, that the pioneer who pe- 
netrates the solitude of the wilderness, and who, by suffering and endu- 
rance, opens the path of civilization, should reap some of the first fruits 
of that harvest which his labor has produced; and they believe that it 
would be equally ungenerous and impolitic for Congress to adopt any 
system which would impair this equitable right, which vests at the mos 
ment the settler makes his improvement, and performs the other requi- 
sites of the pre-emption laws. There is no doubt on the minds of your 
committee that if the “Platte country,” (which, it is well known, is ex- 
clusively occupied by pre-emptioners,) had have been selected by the 
General Assembly of this State, that the right of the settler would have 
been cherished and protected by that body to the fullest extent; but with 
this construction from the authorities at Washington, they would have 
deemed it unwise in the Governor to have adopted or recommended any 
plan which would have led to the selection of this country. 

 Deeply connected with this subject, is the question relative to the ac- 
ceptance or non-acceptance of this donated land, and which, during the 
past year, has created general discussion in this State. Your committee 
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upon a full consideration of the whole matter, recommend the accepts 
&nce of the grant. We should be false to the professions which were 
frequently made by the General Assembly of this State, asking of Con- ` 
gress the grant of five hundred thousand acres of land, and we believe 
that we would also disregard that public opinion which sustained the 
memorial of our Legislature on this subject, if we were now to refuse 
this grant, simply because the instrument which conveys it to us, is an 
. act.of Congress which contains other enactments odious to our feelings, 
and offensive to our general policy. We cannot appreciate the strength 
of that argument (how ingenious soever it may be) which would compel 
us to mingle the evil with the good—and which, in extending to us our 
rights, would force us, when we accepted them, to violate our principles 
and dishonor our professions. We can, and may, under the circum- 
stances of this case, separate all the questions, whether of pre-emption 
donation, or distribution, which are involved in this act of Congress, and 
by accepting the land, we shall be faithful to that State legislation which 
has heretofore urged upon Congress the donation of this quantity of land 
as an-act of justice to Missouri; and by repudiating the distribution 
clause, we shall alike respond to the wishes of the people of this State, 
as declared in the resolutions of the General Assembly of 1839. Apart 
from these considerations, the history of the passage of this act of Con- 
gress, (fresh in the memory of every one,) proves to us that it was con- 
ceived and carried out by a system of party management, designed sole- 
ly to establish, by a false construction of the Federal Constitution, the 
doininion of those principles ‘of sectional legislation, wasteful extrava- 
pance, and exhorbitant taxation, which are ever the fruits of a protective 
tarif. -  - , 

In the appendix to this report, your committee submit the instructions 
given by the Governor to the Commissioners appointed by him. As 
there was no authority for the Executive to make any compensation to 
these commissioners for their services in selecting these lands, your com- 
mittee believing that they have a just claim against the State, have ac- 
cordingly, herewith, submitted a bill for their relief, together with that ` 
of the surveyors. . | 

Yoür committee report, that it appears from the returns of the several 
Commissioners, that the following amount of land has been selected : 


In the Springfield Land District - - 46,611.57 

In the Fayette Lánd District - - 68,222.02 

In the Lexington Land District ' - - 46,564.79 
- In the Palmyra Land District - - -  60,455.343

Your committee approve of the selection of these. lands, and they're- 
commend that they be appropriated, together with those hereafter to be 
selected under the law aforesaid, to purposes of internal improvement. 

They would also.recommend, that the balance of the grant of these 
lands, be selected in the mode heretofore adopted by the Executive, and, 
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ds connected with this subject, they would-respectfully ask further time. 
to report a bill to complete the seleetion, and to make sale of the same. 


Secondly.—As to the distribution of the proceeds of the sales of the pub- 
lic lands. 


By a recurrence to the history of the public lands—the manner of their 
acquisition—by whose blood and treasure they were gained, and from the 
spirit and letter of most of the deeds of cession, it will clearly appear, that 
it was the interition of the granters to bestow these lands upon the nation, 
simply for national purposes. f 

The extensive domain owned by many of the States of the Confederacy, 
was, at the formation of the Federal Constitution, a fruitful source of deep 
seated jealousy. If the States who owned this territory, had refused to 
have surrendered it, they might in the power which it wauld have given to 
them, have raised armies, controlled trade, repressed emigration, and have 
erected independent empires in the heart of the Union. Such a condition 
of ‘affairs would have been inimical to that equality which alone was then 
necessary to create and sustain the Union, and with a spirit of equity and 
generosity utterly unparalled in the annals of the world, they surrendered 
their vast domains. As States they ceded them to the Union. Can it be 
contended, that they gave them away for the mere purpose of being sold 
and distributed back to themselves again, in common with the other States 
who had no claim nor right to them? | 

T'o sustain this position, your committee confidently appeal to the costruc- 
tion placed on those deeds of cessions, by the fathers of our Constitution. 


Mr. Madison characterised this territory as a vast mine of~wealth to the _ 


United States—as a national stock, and as a means of furnishing liberal tri- 
butes to the Federal Treasury. Judge Marshall, in the case of Johnson v. 
M'Intosh, declared, that the States ceded*that territory, generally, to the 
United States, on conditions expressed in the deeds of cession, whicn demon- 
strate the opinion that thev ceded the soil, as well as the jurisdiction, and 
that in doing so, they granted a productive fund to the government of the 
Union. In no instance was the principle of distribution ever recognized or 
sustained. These lands were considered as national stock, and intended to.: 
support, invigorate and sustain the new born Union. 

It has been reserved for our own day to witness the dawn of this doctrine 
. connected with the disgraceful spectacle of a nation, in the freshness of its 
youthful strength, so far demoralised that it can violate the obligations of 
that public faith which were recognized vy these deeds of cession, and for 
mercenary and selfish purposes, establish a system fraught with so many va- 
ried perils to our free institutions.. ` 

Your committee believe that this principle of distribution, claimed by Con- 
gress, should be properly resisted by the several States of the Union. 

It is an alarming and dangerous centralization of power in the General 
Government, giving to it full command over taxation for Federal and State 
expenditures. 

It is an insidious attempt ‘to undermine the integrity and sovereignty of 
the States, by abolishing our own revenue systems, and reducing their Go- 
vernments to the servile condition of pensioners on the-Federal Govern- 
ment. ' 


It is violate of the constitution, in giving away a portion, of the ‘public 
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money which the Government has no right to appropriate, except for the 
purposes.of-its-own administration. ` l Ok, 

It gives away a revenue which is not collected—creates, fosters and en- 
courages a grovelling and’ mercenary spirit of legislation—impairs those 
feelings of, confidence which should ever dwell among the members and peo- 
ple of this Union--excites oppressive taxation—cpens a broad path for the 
exercise of that looseness-of public faith, and selfishness of legislation, which 
have ever been the curse of Republics—and, as the inevitable consequence 
of the adoption of this policy will be to increase the tariff, to multiply the 
burdens of the people, and to establish the odious and unjust principle of 
discriminating between the interests and rights of the people, your commit- 
tee feel bound to recommend to the General Assembly, that it express its 

total dissent from a policy so unconstitutional in its nature, and corrupting 
in its influences, by-declining to accept the bribe tendered to the State in the 
money allotted as our share. 
., In conclusion, your committee recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : l A 

Resolved, That the State of Missouri will not accept, and that the Go- 
vernor be enjoined not to appoint any agent to receive the sum found due 
to this State, (as reported in the letter of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
the Governor, dated, Washington, November 12th, 1*42,) under the act of 
Congress, entitled, “an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the ` 
public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights, approved September 4, 1341," 
and that this State will not accept any portion of the proceeds of the sales 

. of such lands, as may hereafter be distributed to this State, under the act of 
‘Congress aforesaid. |

Of the select committee respecting the Register of Lands, his compensation, c. 


The select committee to which was referred so ‘much of the Governor's 
Message as relates to the Register of Lands, his compensation, &c., beg leave 
to report: 

That they have examined the Register’s office for the purpose of ascer:- 
taining the extent of his duties, and the amount of labor required to per- 
form them, and are of opinion, that the compensation now allowed'by law, 
is not a sufficient remuneration for his services. He now receives a salary ' 
of five hundred dollars per annum, and certain fees of office, which.has ` 
amounted annually, to about four hundred dollars, making the whole receipt 
of his office about nine hundred dollars ; but in order to discharge the duties 
required of him, he has been compelled to employ clerks, at a cost of five 
hundred and seventy-two dollars, which will reduce his salary to, about six 
hundred dollars per annum, a sum, in the opinion of your committee, that 

_is not a sufficient consideration. . l T 
.. From the information we have received upon the subject; wé'are of opin- 
ion that the -labor necessary to discharge the duties that devolvé upor the 
Register, are much greater than was expected at-the time the office was cre- 
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ated, or a farger salary would then have been allowed. It was no doubt 
believed that he would be able to perform all the labour of the office, with- 
out incurring the expense of employing clerks. 

One of the duties of the Register, is to furnish the clerks of each county, 
annually, with a list of all the lands subjéct to taxation, and in order to ena- 
ble the House to judge of the amount of labor required to do this, it is on- 
ly necessary for your committee to state, that for the-year 1841, there was 
reported to the Register, by the officers of the several land offices, nearly 
twenty thousand additional tracts of land, upon which the five years had 
expired ; each of those tracts of land has to be recorded, and two duplicate 
copies made out, and he has also to ascertain by reference tothe map, in 
what county each tract lies, to do which requires a great amount of labor. 

The amount of labor required of the Register in consequence of the large 
and increasing number of tracts of land returned as delinquent is also very 
great. The number of tracts returned in 1840, was 4,600, and in 1841, 
about 7,000, for the present year it is believed the number will not fall short 
of 10,000. : 

He is also required to certify to the clerks the school lands lying in their 
respective counties, amounting in all to 2000 tracts, also to make out annu- 
ally a list of all the lands forfeited to the State, for publication. 

Many other and important duties are required of the Register, which your 
committee have thought it unnecessary to mention, as no correct idea of the 
amount of services requited of that officer can be formed, without an ex- 
amination of his office, 

Your committee are decidedly of opinion that he should be paid by the 
State, the amount he has been compelled to expend in employing clerks 
since he has had charge of the office, and for that purpose beg leave to re- 
commend the passage of the accompanying bill. . 

We are also of opinion that the salary now allowed by law, should be in- 
creased to twelve hundred and fifty dollars, and that all the fees now allow- 
ed by law, or that may hereafter be allowed, be paid into the Treasury.

Of the select committee on memorial for the relief of certain troops engaged in 
the Iowa difficulties in 1839, submitted by Mr. Daggett, Chairman. 


The select committee to which was referred the memorial of sundry citi- 
zens of the county of Clark, praying for compensation for services rendered 
‘by certain officers and privates of the 75th regiment of Missouri Militia, in 
the difficulty with the territory of Iowa, in the year 1839, have had the same 
under consideration, and beg leave to make the fo:lowing report: 

By an extract from Governor Boggs’ proclamation, dated 23rd August, 
1839, it appears that he did “order and command the officers, civil and mili- 
tary, of the counties adjoining the northern boundary, as the same has been 
declared and established by the Legislature of Missouri, that they cause the 
laws of this State to’ be observed, and faithfully executed, within the limits | 
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of their respective counties, and that if they are prevented or obstructed in 
the exercise of any process, or the exercise of any official functions, by per- 
sons who claim not to be citizens of this State, and deny its-jurisdiction 
and authority within the limits aforesaid, that they call to their aid the power 
. of the county, within which they are authorised to act.” 

«I do further direct and order, that the officers of the militia of said State 
of Missouri do hold themselves and their respective commands in readiness 
to render any assistance that may be required of them by the proper officers.” 

Your committee find by an extract from a letter of Col. John Dedman, 


dated 15th October, 1839, that the^sheriff of the county of Clark, on that . 


morning, went into the territory of this county, (Clark) and attempted to 
collect thé taxes, and that his authority and “the laws of the State of Mis- 
souri" were set at naught and defiance, and that a large armed force were 
„assembled to resist and arrest him, and that he retreated and called upon the 
militia to aid him in the discharge of his efficial duties. 

And it further appears, by an order issued by Brigadier General O. H. Al- 
len, commanding the second brigade, fourteenth division Missouri militia, 
composed of the counties of Clark and Lewis, that the seventy-fourth and 
seventy-fifth regiments were commanded to rendezvous at Monticello and 


Waterloo, on the 22d day of October, 1839, to aid the civil authorities of - 


e armed, equipped, and with three days' provisions, to await further 
orders. ; 

On the day above referred to, Gen. Allen appeared at the rendezvous in 
Waterloo, and ordered Col. Dedman, of the seventy-fifth regiment, to cause 
said regiment to be dismissed, but to be held in readiness to march to the 
disputed territory at a moment's warning—thus putting the officers and men 
. of the second brigade to great loss of time and expense, proportionably in- 
curred by them. : 

Nothing further was done until the 23d day of November, 1839, when the 
subsequent order and requisition, as appears by a reference to a transcript 
from the records of the county court of Clark, Brigadier General O. H. Al- 
len, of Missouri militia, was required to muster the forces, under his com- 
mand, (74th and 75th regiments,).to aid in sustaining the civil authorities of 
the county of Clark, in exercising exclusive and unmolested jurisdiction with- 
in the boundary of said county, and-especially on the disputed ground. 

And it further appears, from the report of the Brigadier Inspector, which 
has been referred to, in the Adjutant'General's office, that that brigade was 
mustered into the service of the State on or before the 4th day of December, 


1839, in aid of the civil authorities in maintaining the supremacy of the laws ` 


overa certain portion of its disputed territory; and said oflicers have not 
been paid, by reason of the construction put upon the act supplemental and 
. amendatory of an act, entitled *An act to regulate, govern and discipline 

the militia of the State of Missouri,” approved February 13, 1839. Said act 
required, that to entitle an officer to pay, he must have had under his com- 
mand a certain fixed-number of men; and sundry men have not been paid, 
by reason of the failure of the Brigade Inspector to returu them as the num- 
ber actually in service, having faithfully performed their duty, as the accom- 
panying certificates do abundantly show. à Pe 

The reason assigned for the exclusion of the officers from pay, does not, 
in the judgment of your committee, justify the State in withholding com- 
pensation for services wéll and promptly rendered, upon the call of the pra- 
^ per functionaries of their country. NN ps 
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| ; The orders of the Executive and his subordinates in military command, as 
welLas the requisition of the county court of Clark, calling for the power of 
Clark and Lewis counties, make it obligatory upon those officers to either 

serve at the call of the civil authorities of their country, or suffer the penalty 
of the law, and stand disgraced. 

- Your committee are of opinion that it especially devolves upon a State, 
the government of which is strictly and essentially based upon the will and 
confidence of the people, to mete out to its citizens who are called into the 
service of the State, either to defend the State against invasion, or to sup- 
‘press insubordination to the laws, a just and reasonable compensation for 
services faithfully rendered. - 

, Your committee have, therefore, prepared a bill granting relief to both 
iclasses of sufferers embraced in the premises, which is herewith submitted, 
and recommended by your committee to be passed.

Of the Select Committee respecting the incorporation of the American Iron 
Mountain Company. 


The Select Committee, to which was referred the petitions of the citizens 
of St. Francois, Washington, Jetferson, Ste. Genevieve, Madison, Perry and 
‘Cape Girardeau counties, praying the General Assembly to incorporate the 
proprietors of the Iron Mountain, situated in St. Francois county, have had 
the same under consideration, and respectfully report : 

That they find, from the petitions, which are signed by six or seven hun- 
dred of the most respectable citizens of the different counties, and from letters 
and other sources of information, that the south-eastern portion of the State 
is almost unanimously in favor of a liberal charter being granted to the pro- 
prietors of the lron Mountain. In that section, it is regarded as a measure 
of vast importance, in which the whole valley of the Mississippi is vitally in- 

- terested. : ; 
. The petitioners have, to a certain extent, defined the important provisions 
of the bill or act of incorporation. Your committee concur entirely with 
the petitioners in their views of the great importance of the subject, and, 
like them, they Jook upon this matter as an exception to all other corpora- 
tions proposed to be created by this General Assembly, not only on account 
of its great usefulness and vast importance, but also on account of the pecu- 
liarity of the proposed plan-of its construction—a plan by which the rights 
of the public, the stockholders, and all interested, are amply secured. 

Your committee are decidedly of opinion that the bill here proposed does 
not conflict with the known and oft-expressed opinion of the General As- 
sembly of Missouri, on the subject of corporations. l 
- Your committee, from unquestionable documentary evidence, embracing

In framing the bill now presented, great care has been taken to keep those , 
three points constantly in view. Under the first point, it has been thought

. is well known that with such a provision in a charter for a company, such — 
. as here proposed, that the stock never would be subscribed. Persons abroad, 
who are unacquainted with us, would regard such a charter as being without 
stability, and the fluctuations of party would keep them in constant dread of 
a repeal; aud the large sums of money necessarily to be expended, would, in 
case of a repeal, be almost thrown away, when it is proposed to expend so. 
large a sùm of money as is here proposed to be expended in permanent im- 
provements. Your committee think that-1he Association should know ex- 
actly upon what to depend; they should be kept strictly within the limits 
. prescribed by the creating power. In order more effectually to secure this ` 
. object, the committee have placed the company under the immediate control 

(in case of their doing any act by which the charter shall be forfeited,) of the 
circuit court of the county where the most valuable, portion of the property 

is situated, 2nd where the acts of the company w.lI be more vigilantly watched 
. than could possibly be done by the General Assembly. i 

There is one other reason which your committee think of force, why it is 

better to place the power of declaring the charter forfeited, in the circuit 
court named, than to leave it with the, Legislature—it is this: It will pre- 
vent the officers, stockholders and operators of the company from interfering 
in elections, and currying favor with the strongest party to procure the ex- 
istence of the company. Experience has shown that such will often be the 
case. The question of the existence or continuance of the act of incorpora- 
tion will be mingled with the politics of the country. 

In placing the power with the judiciary, your committee consider it 
entirely aloof from party, or sectional feelings and influence ; and all con- 
 necled with the company, or interested in its prosperity, will be free 
and able to act independently, and in the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise, follow the dictates of their own judgments, without coming in 
contact with their pecuniary interests. ee 

Your committee consider the second point—the security of creditors — 
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amply provided for. The property, and large capital in money, which 
^ must be raised, and belong to the company free of incumbrance, before 
any debt can be contracted, is certainly adequate security for any de- 
mand that can possibly accrue against a company, otherwise restricted 
as this is. On this point your committee had no difficulty whatever. 
. The third point—the interest of the stockholders—your committee 
consider as also guarded ; particularly by the twelfth, seventeenth, ‘and 
eighteenth sections of the bill, as well as by its general provisions.— 
Stockholders in companies of this kind are frequently widows, orphans,. 
and persons who have retired from active business. Under,the provi- 
sions of this bill they have an opportunity of at all times ascertainin 
' the exact situation of the affairs of the company, and the conduct of the 
directory, who are thus made more directly amenable to the stockhold- 
ers than is usual with corporations. 

The evils of any banking privilege which, by forced constructions, are 
too often made to appear as inherent rights of a-corporation, have also . 
been considered. In this particular your committee think that they 
have sufficiently and effectually guarded the bill. 

In the opinión of your committee, the just rights of the community are 
secured, and the-rights of the company defined by adequate and certain 
provisions. . 

The committee therefore report £he accompanying bill, and recom- 
mend its passage. '

That by a special act, approved February 15, 1841, commissioners 
were.appointéd to hold an election in said county, to determine whether 
the county seat thereof should be located at the town of Osceola, or at. 
a point west of Sac river, in said county. 

y said law, all citizens of the United States, who had resided in the 
county one month, with the intention óf becoming permanent citizens, 
were declared legal voters in said county seàt election. l i 

That in pursuance of said law, the commissioners so appointed, held 
on the 17th day of May, 1841, an election, at which five hundred and 
forty-one votes were given. Of which number Osceola received 276, 
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and the geographical centre of the county 265 votes. By which vote, 
jn accordance wiih the fifth section of said speciallaw, Osceola was de- 
clared to be “the permanent seat of justice.of said county of St. Clair, 
until removed according to law." -> 

‘There being no provisions in said special act for contesting.the elec- 
iion, or of appealing from the decision of the commissioners. appointed 
to hold the same, the unsuccessful party in. said election, in the: opinion 
of your committee, accompanied their petition to the Legislature of Mis- 
souri with evidence sufficient to establish the following facts, viz: 

That said election, held May 17th, 1841, for the purpose of locating 
the county seat of St. Clair county, was not held and conducted accord- 
ing to law, but to the prejudice of the party supporting the centre of 
ihe county, by the premature closing of the polls in precincts where the 
cenire party were predominant. | REN S ` 

That a majority of the permanent residents of the county voted for 
the county seat to be located at the geographical centre of said county. 

That the removal of the county seat from Osceola to the centre was 
made a test question in the late August election, in which the party in 
favor of the removal, was successful. 

That a majority of the citizens of said county pray the removal of the 
county seat from Osceola to the centre of the county, or within one mile 
thereof. ; 

That Osceola, the present seat of justice, is more than seven milés . 
from the geographical centre of said county. 

And that the central point, for which a majority of the permanent citi- 
zens cast their votes in said county seat election, and for which they 
now petition, is also upon the Osage river, and possesses commercial ad- 
vantages equal, if not superior, to the town of Osceola, the present seat 
of justice. j 

. "The committee, therefore, have directed me to report the accompany- 
ing bill, as a substitute for the one to them referred, and recommend to 
the House the passage of the same, and ask to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject.

That we are of opinion that the evidence before the committee 
warrants us in the conclusion, that a majority of the citizens of St. Clair 
county are opposed to the removal of their present county seat. 

. 6th; That we.are of opinion that the late August election was no test , 
in said county of the strength of the’ parties in favor, or opposed to, tF ` 
removal. It is admitted by the Representative of that county that 
refused to make the issue before the people, but that he believed! the 
issue was made by the people ; yet; by comparing the remonstranee with . 
the poll books, it will be seen that there is a greater number on the re- 
monstrance voting for the Representative of said county, than was his 
majority over his opponent; which establishes most conclusively to our

7th That we are of opinion that the removal of eounty seats by act

| 8th. Because it is in evidence to the committee, that a large court 
' house has been erected at the present county seat, costing the county: 
near four thousand dollars; ‘thatthe donations, by the friends to the loca-: 
~ tion at Osceola, were seventy'or eighty town lots, fifty acres of land, 
and one thousand dollars by subscription. A portion of the monev has 


- 
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been collected, and appropriated, and in the event of a removal,-the 
people must labor under serious taxation, and innocent purchasers of 
town lots at said county seat, be seriously injured. 

9th. We are opposed to the passage of the bill reported by a majority 
of the committee, appointing commissioners to locate at any designated 
point, thereby taking the right of location from the will of the majority 
of the people, and placing it in the hands of commissioners ; especially 
as the special act of 1841, gave to the people of said county the right 
to locate their county seat by.election ; which was done, and determin- 
ed by vote of the majority of the people of said county in favor of Os- 
ceola, the present county seat. 

So far as commercial advantages are concerned, we are decidedly of 
opinion that the present county seat, Osceola, is far superior to any 
point above Sac river, being situated about two miles below the mouth

The Select Committee, to which was referred the consideration of the 
means most likely to advance the interest of this State, in relation to the 
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lands now located, and hereafter to be located, by this State. under the pro. 

— visions of an act of Congress, entitled, “an act to appropriate the proceeds 

of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” approved 
September 4, 1811, have instructed me to report: 

That they have had the same under consideration, and, from the best in- - 
formation they could procure, they firid that many of the pieces of land now 
located by this (State) under the provisions of said act of Congress, have, in 
some cases, settlers thereon, and in other cases have valuable improvements 
attached thereto. 

They also find that said settlements and improvements are of such a cha- 
racter as will not authorise said settlers and those who have made said im- 
provements, to hold a pre-emption right to said land, under any existing law 
of Congress at the time said lands were located by this State—that said set- 
tlements and improvements were made in good faith, on the part of those 
who made them, with a view of making the same their homes. And that it 
is the opinion of said committee, that, as a matter of right and justice to said 
settlers and those who have made improvements on said lands, this State 
should grant to each of them a pre-emption right to one quarter section of 
said land, including either the dwelling house of said setfler, or the improve- 
ments made, as the case may be. , 

Said committee have also instructed me to report to this House a bill, 
(which accompanies this report,) providing for the sale and disposition of such 
lands as have already been located by the officers of this State, and for such 
as may hereafter be located under the provisions of said act of Congress. 

It is anticipated and believed by said committee, that a large portion of the 
lands now belonging to the General Government, within this State, and 
which is believed - will in a short time be brought into market, and upon 
which there are many settlers and valuable improvements; the occupants 
upon much of which, it is true, are entitled to pre-emption rights ünder the 
now existing laws of Congress; but itis believed that many of them will not 
prove up the same, and that they will consequently be forfeited; in which 
contingency, said lands will immediately become subject to selection by the 
officers acting under the authority of this State, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said act of Congress. And if said facts should be, as said commit- 
tee most confidently believe they will, the labor of locating the balance of 
said lands yet to be located under said'act of Congress will be a light job— 
will soon be effectual to the great interest of our State. N ace 

It is also the opinion of said committee, that it would be good policy in the 

- present Legislature to pass a law granting pre-emption rights to such per- . 
sons as have settled or have made valuable improvements upon any such 
lands as may hereafter be located by this State, under said act of Congress; 
and in the bill before referred to, provision is made for the same.

The Select Committee, to which was referred the petition of citizens of 
Cooper county, praying the removal of the seat of justice of said county, 

- have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to make the 
following report: 

The committee beg leave to say that they most fully appreciate the inesti- 
mable and sacred right of petition guarantied to every citizen by our Consti- 
tution, and have given to the petition that consideration to which the large 
number of petitioners entitled it. - E PA 

At an early period aíter its reference, the committee examined the peti- 
tion, and found about nine hundred and-thirty names subscribed thereto; but 
there was no evidence then before the committee, nor has any been since 
furnished, of the genuineness of the signatures, although the committee de- 
layed their final action upon the petition for near three weeks after the 
chairman had advised the petitioners that they might offer such proof. 

. The committee deemed it proper and right that such proof should be 
made, as the question of the removal of the county seat involved, and deeply 
affected, the rights and interests of a large number of the citizens of the 
county who had not united in the petition; and the committee believed that 
any action affecting those interests and rights, upon petition unsupported by 
proof, such as the committee required, would establish a precedent of dan- 
gerous tendency. ` MEE 

. Had the object of the petition been the attainment of some general good 
which did not injuriously affect the rights and interest of any other portion 
of the community, such proof would not have been asked for. 

If the Legislature would remove a county seat upon the application of a 
bare majority of the citizens of a couhty, it wouid be necessary, in ascer- 
taining the fact whether a majority had petitioned, that such proof should 
be required; for, as in the case of the petition referred. to your committee, 
many names might be signed twice, or oftener, of persons not resident with- 
in the county,‘and others might be signed without authority; and the com- 
mittee believe that heretofore such, proof has accompanied the petition; and, 

_if not, when required has been furnished. 

> = Upon an examination of the petition, the committee find upwards of thirty 
names signed twice, one name signed three times, and the name of one per- 
son.subscribed who was a resident of Morgan county. There were a num- 
ber of names subseribed which could not be deciphered; and a remonstrance, 
containing the names of some seventy-five persons who had signed the peti- 
tion, was presented to the committee—these, deducted from the number upon 
the petition, left thereon about eight hundred names. 

From a certificate of the clerk of the Cooper-eounty court, it appeared 

that, according to the last assessment of said county, 1556 taxable inhabi- 
_tants; and from other testimony before. the committee, they believe that. 
there were largely above 1600 citizens of said county who are now subject 
to taxation. Consequently, the number of petitioners, after deducting the 
names before mentioned, (supposing every name to be the genuine signature. 
of a resident citizen,) would be less than one-half. 

. It also appeared, in evidence before the committee, that a petition. much: 
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larger than the one referred to your committee, had but recently been pre- 
sented to the county court of Cooper county; and that, upon an examination 
of the petition by the court, and a comparison. of the petitioners’ names with 
the last assessment in said county, (after deducting the names of petitioners 
who had signed a remonstrance,) it appeared that there were but six hun- 
dred and forty-two of the taxable inhabitants, as ascertained by the last tax 
book, who were petitioners; which number was much less than one-half of 
the taxable inhabitants of the county. 

From these facts, the committee have instructed me to report that the 
prayer'of the petitioners ought not to be granted, and ask to be discharged 


from the further consideration of the subject. `

The amount paid by the collector of St. Louis county, from the Ist of 
January to the 3lst day of August, to the credit of the '] reasurer, was the 
sum of $19,279 27; which amount would, unc er the operation of the gene- 
ral law, fuail into the present fiscal year, commencing fist October, 1842—so, 
that if this sum should be deducted from the excess of the last over the first 
fiscal year, it would leave the increase in the-revenue something like thirty- 
two instead of fifty-two thousand dollars. It would not have been so much 
as that, if the late collector of St. Louis had paid that pertion of the debt 
due by him, which was properly payable on the first Monday in December, 
1840, as received after:the 1st day of January, 1840, exclusive of the tax list 
of 1839.

By the foregoing, it will be seen that the receipts under the revenue fund 
will be barely sufficient to meet the ordinary expenses of government for the 
next two fiscal vears, without a surplus sufficient to meet the interest that 
will fall due on the State bonds sold and disposed of. 1 would, therefore,. . 
suggest respectfully to the General Assembly the manner in which the de- 
ficit may be supplied in the most’ equitable manner.; I propose that the ob- 
jects of taxation be reduced in number, and that an increase in the rates from 
one-eighth of one percent. to one-fifth of one per cent. on the assessed value 
of real estate, negroes and money loaned at interest, and a poll tax of fifty 
cents be levied, and that all the other objects of taxation now made taxable 
by law; be exempted. By reference to the revenue tables herewith sent, it 
will appear that the taxes arising from objects other than those enumerated, 
after the expense of assessing, making lists, &c., and collecting, make but an, 
inconsiderable item in the proceeds of any tax list. If only such objects 
were taxed asare mentioned above, the time and expense necessary to make 
the assessment and prepare the books, would, at the lowest calculation, be.’ 
reduced one-third of the amount now paid for those services. By diminish- 
ing the number: of objects, and increasing the ratio, non-resident landholders:- 
will be compelled to bear something like an equal proportion of the taxes, 
{f the present mode of assessing and collecting the revenue is adhered to, it 
is clear that the non-resident landholder will have a decided advantage over  . 
the resident citizen, as the litter would have to pay his land tax, or suffer his. 
personal property to be sold for the same, while the non-resident would, un- 
der the present law, be almost wholly exempt, from the fact that he seldom 
has any personal property within the State, and ax each successive Lezisla- 
ture has, for many years, made extensions of time for those whose lands: 
have become forfeited for the taxes. E 


To remedy this defect in the law, as it now stands, it seems to me that 
some other and more expeditious mode of enforcing the payment of the land.

The undersigned is well aware, that, at this time of unusual pressure in 
money matters, an increase in the taxes will bear somewhat heavily on our 
citizens. But when they understand that it is necessary ta, do so, to redeem 
the pledges-of the. State made by their duly authorised. agents,.they will 
sanction and applaud an act which will redound ultimately to the credit of 
all concered therein. All interest should be promptly met as the same falls 
due; and the whole of the bonds issued by the State and sold, should, iu like 
manner, be liquidated: at: maturity. . To: ensure, an object so-desirable, the 
sinking fund will have to be increased, and the best mode, as I conceive, of 
doing 86, is increased taxation for a limited period.

The officers of the Bank in their report to the Treasurer, on the Ist inst., 
exhibited as charged-to- the Treasurer, on the books of the Bank, the above 
item of $26,287 11, and they had also forwarded to that officer, certifjcates, 
Aah that this sum had been applied to the payment of interest on State 

onds. i 
, The committee are clearly of opinion, that the officers of the Bank possess- 
ed no legal authority to apply the abovè named sum to the purpose specified, 
and consequently, no warrant could have been issued by the Auditor. Bat, 
when it is considered that the ‘honor and credit of the State were involved— 
that the revenue, expected to have accrued to the State under the operation 
of the revenue act, approved February 15th, 1841, had proved wholly inad- 
equate to meet the demands on the Treasury for interest falling due, and that 
the Legislature, which was soon to convene, would, doubtless, speedily pro- 
vide a remedy for an evil which was neither foreseen nor anticipated at the 
time of the passage of the act referred to, it seems to the committee, that the 
officers of the Bank would have neglected the true interest of the State, had 
they failed to have redeemed the coupons. 

It now remains for the Legislature, should it sanction. the acts of the Bank, 
to determine what voucher the Auditor should possess, in order to authorize 
him to issue a warrant to cover the above specified item of $26,257 Il. ; 

The item of $438 3S, should evidently be passed to the credit of the Treas- 
urer on the books of the Auditor, and charged .to the account of the late 
Treasurer; and, should the Legislature so determine, a special act for that 
purpose may benecessary. l M 

À largeamount of military p were exhibited to the com- 
mittee by the Auditor, which have not yet. been passed to the credit of the 
Paymaster General. The committee did not deem it a part.of their duty to 
go into their examination, even had they time to have done so; ' but they are 
of opinion, that the laws under. which military disbursements,are made, are 
essentially defective, and need an early and thorough revision.. -

To the Honorable the House of Representatives of the State of Missouri : 


In accordance with an act requiring the Commissioner of the Perma- 
nent Seat of Government to report his-official acts to the General Assembly, 
during the first week of its session, I have the honor to submit the foilowing: 
report : 

Soon after I entered upon the.duties of my office, I received from my pre-

And the-act requiring the Commissioner 
to sell all the camp equipage belonging to the Board of Internal Improve- 
ments, has been carried into effect, and the proceeds duly paid itito-the trea-- 
sury, amounting to $166 50. Of-the $1,500 appropriated for furnishing the 
Goyernor’s house, $1,481 55 have been expended, leaving in my hands a 
balance of eighteen dollars and forty-five cents. 

Soon after the province of collecting the debts dug the Stateon account of 
the Penitentiary, was assigned to the Commissioner of the Permanent Seat 
of Government, the necessary books were placed in my hands. One hun- 
dred and forty accounts, embracing three thousand three hundred and eighty- 
two dollars and fifty-seven cents, appeared to be due, and were accordingly 
drawn of. 

I regret that I am compelled to state that by far the larger number of those 
claims have proven to be valueless. This is attributable, partly, to the im- 
methodical manner in which the books were kept—the necessary credits in 
money, provisions, &c., furnished the Penitentiary, not having been entered 
on the books; and, partly, to the insolvency and emigration of the debtors: 
The amount realised on these accounts is very small, when compared with 
he sum apparently~due. . i

There yet remains.a small amount which may be collected, being. due, in 
‘ part, from an estate which the administrator has not yet settled up, and from 
a few other sources. ~ 
— Among the papers delivered to me by my predecessor, is a note executed 
to the State by a Mr. J. T. Rogers, as purchaser of a certain lot of ground in 
this city, numbered on the plat 284. "This lot had been previously sold and 
deeded to a person named Targee. In justice to Mr. Rogers, I have re- 
frained from urging the payment of this note; and now I would respectfully 
suggest to your honorable body the propriety of releasing him of all obliga- 
tion or indebtedness to the State arising therefrom, and of allowing me the 
proper credit on the books of the Treasury. 

In regard to the disposal of the remainder of the lands of the State in this 
city, I would propose the expediency of a reduction of the limitations now 
fixed to the prices of the lots. All the lots which were valuable either for 
fertility of soil or on account of their position, have now been sold. Of the 
lots yet'to be disposed of, the in-lots or building lots are from one-half to 
three-fourths of a mile, and the out-lofs about two miles distant from the 
mercantile quarter of the city. The in-lots are detached from the inhabited 
parts of the town by a small creek; and both classes of lots are chiefly loca- 
ted upon lands sterile in- soil, and broken by ridges and abrupt undulations. 
If the present prices be reduced by one-half—that is, if the minimum price o 
in-loís be fixed at twenty-five dollars per acre, and that of out-lots at two 
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and a half dollars, itis probable that extensive sales may be effected; while, 
if the present valuations be continued, this property will-in all likelihood 
remain unsold for years. l po 
Among the lands set apart for objects of public utility, there is a reserva- 
tion for the site of a State Seminary. This institution, however, has been 
located at Columbia, in, Boone county, and the motive which induced the 
grant no longer exists. It would seem, therefore, that this. ‘reservation > 
should be revoked. ; . : 
Among the important papers destroyed by the conflagration of the former 
State House, were the field notes and plat of this city. A copy of the latter, ° 
being indispensable to this office, has been obtained from à private docu. . 
ment; but, as it is stated, no copy of the former exists, and, consequently, it-. 
is impossible, with the requisite degree of accuracy, to assign to the différent . 
squares and subdivisions their proper limits. The inconvenience thus aris- 
ing is more especially great in the remote parts of thecity tract, where there 
are neither landmarks nor houses to indicate the original lines of demarca- 
tion. The importance, therefore, of a re-survey, establishing durable cor- : 
ners with intelligible marks, is respectfully presented for consideration. The 
“Legislature of 1838 and 1839 authorised a re-survey; but the appropriation 
proving inadequate to the defrayment of the necessary expenses, this impor- 
tant object'has not been accomplished. i

Of the committee to examine the condition of the Convicts in the Penitentiary. 


The Select Committee on the part of the House, instructed to inquire 
into and inform the House, the number of Convicts confined in the Peniten- 
tiary, how they are clothed, their condition, &c., beg leave to submit the 
following report: 2 ) EV 

They visited the’Peniténtiary and proceeded to perform the duty assigned 
them. We found the convicts now: in confinement to be one hundred and 
thirty. A list- of their names, their place of nativity, the county from 
which they were sent, the time they were sent for; their age, and some 
ofher particulars accompany this report. i 

We found the prisoners very badly clothed, dirty, and in a‘imiserable con- 
dition. Their bedding scarcely deserves the name. The prisoners complain 
that they suffer- much from cold, of which there-can be no‘doubt, as they , 
have no fire, but little clothing and less bedding. They also complained that 
they frequently did not get a sufficiency of food. This last complaint we 
believe to be without foundation, as several persons who have been employ- 
ed as guards by the late Lessees, as well as Dr. Davidson, the attending 
physieian, agreed in stating that. from their observation and knowledge of 
the manner the convicts were fed, they believed they were generally fur- 
nished with plenty of good and wholesome provisions. — ., i 

We find the Institution vety múch in need of a Hospital, as at present the 
sick are put in one of the cells in Which there is a small store, and it frequent- 
ly happens that eight or ten are confined in it at the same time, and in sev- 
alinstances ‘the Lesseés have been compelled‘to remove sick prisoners to 
their own house. ` A . E . 

“We Cannot, thereforé, too earnéstly urge upon the House the necessity of 
providing for the erection of a building for the accommodation of the sick. 
We were informed that there is at’ present nineteen convicts going at large, 
haying escaped since the late Lessees have had charge of the.prison, five of 
them since the meeting of the General'Assembly. © — ^ . — ^. — 

We were requested by Mi. Burch to'say that thé present want of clothing 
by the' prisóners' proceeds from 'the pecuniary. embarrassment of the late 
Lessees.

submit the following report: . UEM 

The committee met at St. Louis, and after spending several days in the 
examination of the Dank, proceeded to- Palmyra, and thence to Fayette; and 
made a careful examination of the Branches at those places. The officers of - 
the-Bank and Branches furnished the committee with all proper aid, and af- 
] forded every desirable facility for making a thorough investigation of the 

— affairs of the institution. a 

The Cashier, at St. Louis, furnished the committee with dn exhibit of the 
condition of the Bank on the 3lst day of October, A. D. 1812, which is here- 
to annexed as a part of this report, and marked “Exhibit No. 1.” The com- 
mittee proceeded to count and ascertain the amount and description of mo- 
ney on hand, and found the same to correspond with the ‘statement above 
referred to. : 

The committee, from actual count and examination, ascertained that the 
item in said exhibit, *Bank notes of other Banks, $141,950," consisted of the 
notes of the following banks, viz : 


Notes of the Bank of Hlinois, - - - - $113,545 00 
e * State Bank of Illinois, - - -  , 25,035 00 

*  * Kentucky, Indiana, and Virginia Banks, 2,040 00

From an examination of the books, and by counting the amount of the 
notes in possession of the Bank, the committee found the amount of circula- 
tion actually outstanding to be $273,490, as stated in said exhibit. The com- 
mittee carefully examined the expense account of the Bank, and the vouch- 
ers for every item charged therein, and found the same to be correctly kept, 
and sughpined by satisfactory receipts. 

The@ommittee attentively read the journal of all the proceedings of the 

—'Board of Directors for the two last years, and designated certain portions 
thereof to be copied and sent to the Governor, and this, we are informed, . 
has been done by the Cashier. 

The real estate of the Bark consists of the banking house and several par- 
cels of real estate, to the value of $1,325 00, purchased by the Bank to save 
debts due to the institution. In order to obtain satisfactory information in 
relation to tbe management of the Bank, and to expose any abuses or mis- 
management that might possibly exist, the committee propounded to the 
President of the Dank a number of specific interrogatories, to all of which 
fuil answers have been made by the officers of the Bank. 

A copy of the interrogatories, with the answers thereto, are hereto an- 
nexed as a part of this report, and marked “Exhibit No. 2.” The committee 
examined and counted the State bonds on hand in the Bank, that had been - 
withdrawn from Frederick Huth & Co., Nevans, Townsend & Co., Elisha 
Riggs, and Brown, Brothers & Oó., and found the same to correspond: with 
the statements in the answers to the interrogatories on that subject. 

The Cashier furnished the committee with a statement in relation-to the 
amounts of liabilities to the Bank, and in relation-to the amount of ‘Illinois 
‘Bank notes in possession of the Bank at different times, during the years

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1840, '41 and '42,which paper i$ héreto annexed, and matked «Exhibit No.3.” 
' The Cashier of the Branch Bank, at Palmyra} furnished the committee 
with an exhibit of the condition of that Branch on the 31st of October, 1842, 

which is hereto annexed, marked “Exhibit No. 4;" and the Cashier at Fay- 
ette furnished an exhibit of the condition of that Branch on the 14th of, No- 
vember, 1842, which is hereto-anriexed, marked “Exhibit No. 5.^ The com- 

mittee counted and ascertained the amount of the money on hand at the 
Branches, and found the same to correspond: with the statements in the ex- 
hibits furnished by the respective Cashiers. 

' They also examined the expense account of the Branches, and found the: 
same to be supported by satisfactory vouchers. The committee read the 
journal of the Board of Directors, at eacli Branch, and designated a very 

' small portion thereof to be certified to the Governor. The statements on 
the books of the Branches, together with the count of the money made by 

the committee, showed that the actual outstanding circulation of the Branch- 

es is correctly stated in their respective exhibits. ES 

_ The Branch at Palmyra appears to have been managed with extreme cau- 

tion, its outstanding circulation being considerably less than the amount of 
specie on hand. 

The experience of the Branch at Fayette proves that the Branch can safely 
keep ont a circulation equal to double the amount of its specie on hand; and. 
if so, the committee know of no reason why the amount of discounts at the 
Palmyra Branch might not be somewhat enlarged. From tne interrogato- 
ries above aliuded to, and the answers thereto, it appears that the Bank has 
been subjected to same inconvenience by the reception of the notes of the- 
Bank of Ilinois. This measure was adopted for the purpose of enlarging 
and extending the business, and increasing the profts of the Dank, and of 
extending some relief to the trade and commerce of the country; but time 
and experience have clearly demonstrated that it was an impolitic and un- 
wise measure, both as regards the interests of the Dank and of the commu- 
nity. Although it was probably well intended, and did, for a. time, enable 
the Bank to do a larger business, and make greater profits than it co oth- . 
erwise have done, still the advantages resulting therefrom were far oVerba- 
lanced by the inconvenience and losses that occurred when the notes of 
those Banks ceased to be current in this State. Since June last, the notes of 
all suspended Banks have been repudiated and refused by the Bank of this ` 
State, and-a-cautious and prudent course is pursued by its officers. 

jd he committee believe that the Dank is now managed in a manner that is | 
safe, and calculated to render it safe and useful to the community. Hereto- ` 
fore, when there was a general state of Bank suspension throughout the 
United States, it was impossible for the Bank to furnish circulation for the - 
ordinary transaction of business; but since many unsound Banks have been | 
repudiated, and sound Banks have generally resumed specie payments, and 
things have returned nearly to a specie basis, there is reason to hope that 
v The Bank of the State of Missouri” will soon.be able to furnish to this State 
a large portion of its circulating medium. The committee have reason to`, 
believe thata much greater degree of confidencé and a better.state of feeling . 
towards the Bank, 1s; now entertained among the mercantile community,.. 
than at.any former period; aud this will be favorable to the future prosperity

The Bank had to remit coin East (for the purpose of covering, in part, the 
loan effected from Messrs. Nevins, Townsend & Co., E. Riggs, and Brown, 
Brothers & Co.,) which cost the sum of four hundred and twenty-two dollars 
and seven cenis. It is considered proper to remark, that upon the coin so 
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remitted, af premiuny of five.hundred and seveuty-threg.dollars and sixty 
two cents, was realized thereby, affording to the Bank ,-exeess-over. expendi: 
ture of one hundred and_filty-one dollars and fifty cents. a 
Answer to third question. . ; : E 
The bonds hypothecated with Messrs. N evins, Townsend & Co., E. Riggs; 
and Brown, Brothers, & Co., amounting to.one million of dollars, have been 
taken up-by the Bank, and are now in its possession, as seen, counted and 
examined by you, and were redeemed without loss of expense, except the 


packing up and having the same returned here to.the Bank. . 

Answer to fourth question. ies 

" The Bank negotiated two hundred and twenty-three thousand two hun- 
dred and sixty-one dollars, of the ten per cent. bonds (authorised by the last 
Legislature to be issued) in the City of New York, realizing par at that point, 
for the same. The balance of the ten per cent. loan was negotiated by His 
Excellency the Governor. 

Answes to the fifth question. 

The suit between this Bank, and the Bank of America, is still pending; and 
as advised, the final termination of it, has been prevented by the delay in 
procuring the return of testimony from New Orleans. The present state of 
the account with that Bank, exhibits the sum of 21,514 71, to its debt, in- 
cluding the sum of 321,469 42, the amount of alleged lost funds. 

Ánswer to the sixth question. . 

This Bark has not-sustained any loss upon Mineral Point-Bank, Miners’ 
Bank, Bank of Illinois, the State Bank of Illinois, United States Bank, or any — 
other suspended bank notes. Of the first named bank, this institution has 
none of its paper, nor did it ever receive the notes of the rest named. See 
answer to 13th interrogatory. i 

As regards the notes of the State Bauk of illinois, it is proper to state, that 
when this Bank refused to receive the notes ofthesame, it had on hand, say 
$125,035, and that after such refusal, arrangements were made withsaid Bank, 
for certificates of the Gas Light Company of St. Lovis, for one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, $10,000 payable in six months, $20,000 in twelve months, $20,- 
000 in eighteen months, $20,000 in twenty-four months, and $30,000 in thir- 
ty months, with interest on same at six per cent pef annum, payable semi- 
annually. Said certificates made payable to,and endorsed by said State Bank 
of Illinois, with individual security on first named certificate; and eighty 
thousand dollars of said bank notes placedin the hands of trustees, and a lien 
On certain real estate in St. Louis, as security for the other certificates. The 
first certificate for principal of 10,000 dollars, has been paid in good faith, as 
also, thé first certificate for interest 2000 dollars. The balance of the paper —- 
20,035 dollars, counted by you, still remains on hand, 23,£60 dollars of which 
is on interest under the charter of said Bank, a demand having been made 
for the same. "t 

In relation to the Bank of Illinois, that bank made arrangement with this, 
to pay on account of its paper held by this Dank, the sum of. fifty thousand 
dollars in coin, in forty days from the date of the ‘arrangement, and to give 
its bills on New York upon short time for one hundred thousand dollars more 
—the payment of the first sum was promptly made, but the bills furnished 
were al! protested and returned. There is the:sum of 110,000 dollars of the pa- 
per of said Bank, in the hands of trustees, désigned as collateral for paynient- 
of said bills.

At-the time the Dank received Bank of Illinois as well as State Bank 
of Illinois paper, the amount to th&.eredit of depositors was $262,483 29, of 
which amount the sum of $44,729: 20, was specie deposites. It would re- 
quire a considerable tinie.to distinguish in detajl of the amount on hand, what 
portion was received on-callections, but it can be stated generally that the. 
proportion was small, as on the 8th of March, 1841, a resolution passed, re- 
fusing to receive sueh funds, except in payment of debts due the Bank. 

Answer to the ninth interrogatory. 

The bonds lelt in the hands of Messrs. Huth, & Co., have been returned 
to this Bank, as examined and counted by you,—and the same were procured 
without loss, or expense, except the package or transportation. 

Answer to the tenth interrogatory. 

The “suspended debt,” consists of notes and bills under.protest, and now 
in suit. Of the amount that has been charged under that head, the sum of 
$39,039 18, was reported bad, by a committee of the Board, and was charged 
to “Contingent Fund,” of which last stated sum, however, it is now ascer- 
tained, a part will be made—and of the amount now charged, it is believed 
the same will be collected, at any rate, it is estimated that the loss, if any, will 
be small. .

The sum of $9,556 03 is due from suspended banks, $6,953 24, being from 
Bank of the United States of Pennsylvania, and due before the present Boar 
came into office, and for which suit has been brought in St: Louis County, (as 
also for $1200 of the paper of that Bank,) and its debtors garnisheed, which 
amount it is expected will be realized by that suit. $276 has since been paid 
and the balance $2600 03 it is hoped will be realized.

An apparent discrepancy existed to 31st. December, 1840, between the 
General and Individual Ledger balances of $6,719 76, shewing an excess up- < 
on the latter over the former—an examination into the causes of which, ;has 
been in progress, as rapidly as the officers of the Bank could pursue it; and so 
far,itappears that errors have been discovered, which makes a change, shewing 
the sum of $603 04 of General Ledger balance over the other— the true con- 
dition will, itis expected, soon be shown. The examination so far, proves 
that theapparent discrepancy, grew out of the omission of the Inividual Book- 
keeper to post to the debit of parties, checks drawn and paid, and in one in- 
stance by placing an amount to the credit of an account, óver and above what 
it was entitled to. It requiresa close of the examination before the precise 
result can be stated.

The Bank issued Trust Fund Bonds, viz: 150 bonds $250 each; 150 bonds

- The first section of the Bank charter, which has any direct bearing-upon 
this subject, is the thirty-ffth. That section provides, in effect, “that the 
Bank shall not, at any time, suspend payment of any of its notes, bills or ob-- 
ligations, nor of any money received on deposite in said Bank, when de- 
manded by the holder or depositor, at the place where the same is made 
payable, or when deposited in cold and silver;" and to which refusal it at-. 
taclies à penalty of ZO percent. per annum. It may be weil to remark here, 
that the portion of this section which commands the Dank to pay her notes, 
bills or obligations, says nothing of specie, nor of gol] and silver, nor does it 
specify the funds to be paid; an.| when it is viewed in contrast with the-fifty- 
fifth section, its wording aud the diference in penalties, we are forced to the 
conclusion that it means somethins,diflerent from a suspension of specie 
payments. By the filtv-firth section, to suspend specie payments is destruc- 
tive to the charter. Dy thé thirtv-fifth section, to suspend or refuse pay- 
ment of any of its notes, bills or obligations, &c, it incurs the penalty of 20 
percent. per annum, and incurs a like penalty for refusing to-deposites, 
when made in gold aud silver. I sive that branch of this section this read- 
ing, because, to suppose the word “or,” hetwcen payable and when, in the 
fifth line, to have any specific meant g, makes nonsense of that part of the 
section. lt crept in by mistake, in the multiplicity of amendments, 1 have 
no doubt, and can give no meaning to destroy the construction above given. 
Then the reading l give to that «cction is simply this: That the Bank shall 
not refuse or suspend payment of any of its notes, bills or obligations, nor of 
deposites, at the place where payable, when deposited in gold and silver, 
under the 20 per cent. penalty. It will be recollected that this provision. 
was made in view of the Bank being, and continuing, a specie paying Bank; 
and the Legislature seems to have contemplated, only, compelling the Bank 
to payment of deposites in specie, when they were-made in like money. 
Thé almost universal Bank suspension that has afflicted this country for 
nearly the last four years, was not probably anticipated; but we may readily 
conceive that they did not intend to make this Bank a reservoir into which 
they could pour the paper of even specie paying Banks over the Union, and: 
draw out the precious metals. Hence the provision to“éntitle tlie depasitor 
to specie, he must deposite specie. By the fifty-fifth section, it (is) provided 
that whenever the Bank shall stop specie payments, she shall determine, &c. 
The meaning of this section I deem very clear, as applying exclusively to 
her own notes. From all which, I conclude that receiving deposites of..sus- 
pended Banks, and paying out in kind, is no cause of forfeiture or penalty 
under.the charter. di di 
. "Thé next question is, would the Barik, by receiving such deposites, be lia- 
blé to be made to pay them in specie? This question brings up tlie ques- 


tion ‘of the Special contract. Contracts in this, as‘ in’ every other case; at&' 
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— to‘be coristtued strictly, and. a deposite: made, or collections executed by. the - 
Bank iù certain funds, under an express agreement that the depositor. or... - 
credito? was 10 receive it in kind, would: be, binding upon him, and he. could 
not, either on general principles or by the thirty-fifth section of the charter, 
demand gold or silver, where he had not deposited it. I, therefore, conclude, 
that to receivéand pay out notes of-non-specie paying Banks, neither for-. 
feits the charter nor incurs any penalty under it; and that the legal liability 
of the Bank to persons with whom she deals, would be regulated strictly by 
the terms and stipulations of the special contract.

Sir: A series of resolutions adopted by the honorable body over which 
you preside, on the 3rd instant, addressed to me, and requiring answers there» 
to, were duly received and submitted to our Board of Directors; and the 
answers prepared and approved by them, are now respectfully submitted to 
the *Honorable the House of Representatives of the State of Missouri." 

To Ist question. Atthe time the Bank declined the receipt of notes of the 
Bank of lllinois, the amounts remaining to the credit of the respective depos- 
itors, were considered specie, and have and will be paid in same orits equiv- 
alent, (except where special certificates were given for a particular kind of 
paper.) The amount of such notes paid out after said resolution, was (1475) 
"foürteen hundred and seventy-five dollars, before the period of examination 
by your honorable committee, and the farther sum of (320) three. hundred 
and twenty dollars have since been paid—all at par. The Bank was induced 
to,this course (there having been then, no decision of the Supreme Court up- 
on that subject,) from the reported decisions in other States, that it would be 
coerced to pay specie for its deposites, and therefore treated them as such. 

Fo 2nd question. The notes of the Illinois Banks on hand when this Bank 
ceased taking the same, (except the sums paid out, as stated in preceding an- 
swer,) have not been used by the Bank for any purpose whatever, but re- 
main on hand, as heretofore reported to your honorable Committee, (except 
$320 as stated paid out,) except so far as the same may have been surrender- 
ed, as reported to them, and.a full explanation of which is made in answer.to 
their sixth question, and which is now respectfully referred to as part of this 
answer. The $100,000 of State Bank of-Illinois paper, was surrendered to 
said State Bank, of which amount thus given up, $80,000 were placed in the 
hands of trustees, together with a lein upon certain real estate, as shown by 
thé copies of the deeds of trust herewith submitted marked (A A A.) 

To 3rd question. The amount of notes of the Bank of Illinois on band 
when this Bank refused to receive the notes of the State Bank of Illinois, was 
$148,045; and when this Bank refused to receive the notes of the first named, 
there was the sum of $115,020, exclusive of $50,000 taken up by specie, and 
the $100,000 placed in the hands of trustees, to cover their drafts on New 
York, as heretofore fully stated. 

To 4th question.: The expenses incurred by this Bank for the purpose of 
making a demand of payment in coin for the notes held of said Banks, so as to 
have the same placed at interest under their respective charters, &c., were :—

To 6th question. - The tabular statement [B] referred to in preceding an- .

director was a member on thé"I2th March, 1841; and statement [C,] will ful- 
. ly shew the amount each director or firm, &c., had at the time the Bank re- 

fused to receive State Bank of Illinois notes; and exhibit (A,) appended to . 

your honorable cominittee's report, will shew amount to their credit, when 
. the receipt of the notes of the Bank of Illinois was refused. - . i 
` To 7th question. The amount due to individual depositors on the 12th 

March, 1841, was $187,796 26. For amount due each director or firm of 
* which he was a member, see statement (D,) which amount being in specie or 

notes of this Bank, or branches—considered equivalent, was thus paid. mE 
. To 8th question. There never was a contract entered into: by this Bank 

with the Bank-of Illinois, to aid said last named bank, but this Bank did re- 
ceive a certificate of deposite of the office of the St. Louis Perpetual Insu- 
rance Company, .made payable to, and endorsed by, the said Bank of Illinois, 
to retire the paper of said bank to the amount of $50,000 in specie, which 
was performed, as fully set forth in the answer to the 6th question propound- 
ed to your honorable committee; at the time of which arrangement, said 
bank agreed to retire $100,000 of its paper, as set forth in the answer just 
referred to. The bills were given and dishonored, as therein stated —a copy 
_of the certificate of the trustees if herewith furnished, marked (E) ` 

To 9th question. As regards the compliance with the arrangement, refer- 
ence is respectfully had to the preceding answer. The amount of notes of 
the Bank of Illinois held by this Bank, at the time of agreement to redeem as 
stated, was about $211,950, and the amount on hand when this Bank ceased 
taking the same, was $115 020,'exclusive of the $100,000 retired by theirbills 
on New York, and placed in the the hands of trustees. L 

To 10th question. The amount of acceptances and notes that matured at 
this Bank between Ist March, 1841, and 23rd June, 1842, was $4,427,183 93. 
The amount paid was $3,754,471 41, in funds current at the counter of the 
Bank. For amount paid by directors and firms of which they were members, 
reference is respectfully had tothe statement marked [F.] It is proper how- 
ever, te state, that of the amount thus matured and met by them, the larger 
portion grew out of renewals of their notes, and for which a proper allow- 
ance should be made, and reference for this purpose is made to the answer 
to the fifth question, and statement therein referred to. 

To Lith question. The expense account (a copy of which was furnished 
His Excellency the Governor, before the meeting of your honorable body) is 
heréto attached, marked [G,] which exhibits in detail the expenses of . the 
Bank from lst November, 1840, to 31st October, 1842. 

To 12th question. The tabular statement marked [H,] is respectfully re- 
ferred to. The losses of the Mother Bank previous to first of January, 1840, 
as shown in the statement, grew out of the conversion, in the latter part of 
1839, of the notes of the Bank of Illinois into specie.
